But that is Self-evident: Yet there 
are ſome who would inſinuate that all 
this Pomp and Shew is nothing but 
Tinſel, a falſe Luſtre, that we owe 
more than we are worth, that our Mo- 
ney is diminiſhed, and that we have 
little left but Paper Credit amongſt 
us. 


To obviate ſo ill- grounded a Re- 
flection, I have endeavoured to ſhew 
by what Channels our Specie has gone 
out; and in this Affair have made large 
Allowances, I have endeavoured like- 
wile to make it appear, that even in 
the Time of War, as well as in Peace, 
great Sums of Money have been pour- 
ed in upon us, ſo that it may be pro- 
bable, that even now the Bullion may

be near equal to what it was in 88, 
throwing the coined Gold and Silyer 
into the Heap; though I am inclined 
to believe we have leſs Silver Money: 
But then ſurely no one will deny, that 
there is not more Plate worked up for 
Family Uſes now, than in the Period 
of Time abovementioned. 


"Tis a hard Matter to trace all the 


Channels, by which Gold and Silver 


make their Flux and Reflux in and 
out of a Country, fo as to meaſure 
the Quantity exactly. But there are 
ſome Symptoms which certainly de- 
monſtrate whether a Nation gains or 
loles by her Commerce in general ; 
great Numbers of People, a rich Com- 
monalty, Money at low Intereſt, Land 
at a great Value, a quick Circulation, 
are ſuch certain Proofs of the Riches 
of a Country, that no Man ſeriouſly 
can deny. And 
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thirty Vears been one Vear with a- 


nother four or five Millions viſibly, 


it is not probable the Merchant would 


trade at a leſs Profit than 10 per 
Cent. and the Duty at an Average 


has been 20 per Cent. ſo that if we 
could ſuppoſe this Sum to be got clear 


out of thoſe we trade with, this would 


amount to above 40 Millions in that 
Period of Time; nor indeed can it 


be otherways, when we conſider the 


Greatneſs of our Expence, and our 
viſible Eſtate. It is true, it may be 
objected, the Merchant may gain, 
when the Nation loſes; but then it 
is as certain, there has not been for 
many Years but two T rafficks, but 
what we have gained by; and they 
were the French, and the Baltict, up-

on account of our naval Stores. Both 
which, in my Opinion, from what | 
can collect from them that are ac- 
quainted with the Trade of thoſe 
Countries, have been abundantly miſ- 
taken, eſpecially that of France; their 
Wine is a bulky Commodity, and 
bought cheap at firſt Hand; their Silks 
are worn by few, and beſides theſe, 
unleſs it be for Paper, Cork, Capers,

As for the Baltick Trade, it is no 
doubt expenſive to us; but then out 
of this Expence we muſt deduct what 
we get by Freight from other Coun- 
tries, which never can be exactly 
computed; and therefore IJ have not 
ſo much as reckoned it in the Balance 
of the Nation's Traffick, but without

Trade it is that brings us all the Aids, 
the Conveniencies, the Luxury of Life; 
tis ſhe that encourages all Arts and Sci- 
ences, gives Hopes to Invention, and 
Riches to Induſtry; Strength, Wiſdom and 
Policy are in her Train; Plenty, Liberty, 
and Happineſs are her perpetual Compa- 
nions. 

Even Money itſelf without Trade, like 
ſtagnated Water, is of little uſe to the Pro- 
prietor. Hain is a living Inſtance of this 
Truth; the Mines of Peru and Mexico 
made that People think themſelves above 
Induſtry; an Inundation of Gold and Sil- 
ver ſwept away all uſeful Arts, and a total 
Neglect of Labour and Commerce has 
made them as it were the Receivers only 
for the reſt of the World. On the con- 
trary, Holland is the moſt remarkable in- 
ſtance of the Advantages of Trade. It 
would be needleſs to mention the Feeble- 
neſs of her Origin, or the Smalneſs of her 
Territoay ; this Country, the ſtupendous 
Workmanſhip of Mens Hands, not able to 
ſupport half her People 'from her native 
Product, is at preſent the Seat of Riches 
and Plenty; notwithſtanding the continual 
Expence ſhe is at to keep herſelf above 
Water, notwithſtanding the ſeveral Attacks 
that have been made upon her by three 
powerful Monarchics; yet was ſhe able to 
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(3) 
expend 22 Millions in the War with 
France, from the Year 88 to the Year 97, 
and in the laſt War with France her Pro- 
portion of the Expence was 45 Millions, vig. 
for about 12 Years 120,000 Men every 
Vear, which comes to (reckoning their pay 
one third leſs than ours) near 18, 000,000 
Sterling.

England 
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England too has had her Share in the 
Benefits of Trade, and her preſent Afflu- 
ence is entirely owing to that Commerce 
ſhe has had with the reſt of the World; 
the many Millions ſhe has expended ſince 
the Year 88, have been replaced; and one 
would think ſuch an Overplus in the Ba- 
lance of the Account, by the Appearance 
of the Price of Commodities, that ſhe is 
become richer than ſhe was at that time. 
Her native Commodities have been to 
her better than the Mines of Peru and 
Mexico. Wool, Lead, Tin, Leather, But- 
ter, Cheeſe, Corn, Tallow, &c. the an- 
nual Growth of her Soil, beſides her ſeve- 
ral Manufactures, have been an inexhauſti- 
ble Fund of Wealth: Yet it is probable that 
our Negotiations with the reſt of the 
World for other things may bring us three 
parts in four more Profit than ariſes from 
our own native Commodities. 

Tobacco, Cotton, Ginger, Sugars, Indi- 
go, Rice, and the reſt of the Plantation 
Goods have brought us (beſides what was 
neceſſary for our own Conſumption) a 
Ballance from France, Flanders, Hambo- 
rough, Holland and the Eaſt Countries of 
above ſix hundred thouſand Pounds a 
Year. 

Our Traffick with the Eaſt- Indies for Cal- 
licoes, wrought Silks, Drugs, Salt-petre,

raw Silk, Tea, Coffee, and Cottons, Cot- 
ton Yarn, Carmania Wool, c. is, over 
and above our own Uſe, a great Gain to 
us. : TY 
If the Value ſent to Eaſt- India be 
500, ooo. Pounds per An. their Sales have 
been many years for above 2, 200, 000 
per An. of which tis ſuppoſed one Milli- 
on may be conſumed at home, the reſt ex- 
ported; ont of this we muſt deduct about 
400, ooo for the draw back, then the Ba- 
lance of the Account will be above 300, ooo 
Pounds per An. clear Profit: But then as 
this Trade has maintain'd ſo many people 
beſides, and furniſh'd us with what other- 
ways we muſt have bought of the Holland. 
ers, as well as brought down the Price of 
other European Commodities we made uſe 
of before our entring into this Trade, it 
muſt be ſaid the Nation's Profit is annu- 
ally above a Million: It is not to be un- 
derſtood, that on the Balance of this Ac- 
count we receive above a Million of Specie; 
but if theſe Indian Commodities pay for 
Goods in theſe ſcveral Parts for which we 
muſt have other ways ſent Gold or Silver, 
it is in effect the ſame thing. 

I ſhall not contend with thoſe that ſay 
that this Commerce is not carricd without 
a Loſs of Silver to us; but then it muſt be 
conſidered too that we only loſe in Pro- 

portion 
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portion to the reſt of Europe, every Na- 
tion bearing ſome ſhare in the general 
Loſs, and ours perhaps leſs than any other. 

It is not unlikely but that of the Silver 
that has been brought into Europe ſince 
1602, there has been above one hundred and 
fifty Millions buried in the Eaſt- Indies. 
Had that Money been proportionably di— 
ſperſed over the ſeveral Countries of this 
Part of the World, and our Share treble 
what it is now; if Commodities and La- 
bour too had riſen in a treble Proportion, 
tis no Paradox to affirm that in effect we 
are as rich now as we ſhould have been 
under thoſe Circumſtances; Gold and Sil- 
ver being only valuable as they relate to 
other Commodities. 

But as the Riches of a Country docs not 
conſiſt in any Quantity of Gold and Silver, 
if it cannot keep them, or acquire more; 
ſo our utmoſt Attention ſhou'd be to pre- 
ſerve thoſe Methods; and I believe I may 
with Certainty affirm that one way to ef- 
fect this is to leſſen the Price of our La- 
bour, which only can be done by employ- 
ing the Poor, I mean erecting Work-houles 
in every Pariſh, and obliging them that are 
able to maintain themſelves. 

It has been computed that above 600, ooo 
Pounds are raisd annually for the Subſiſt- 
ence of the Poor in England, by which

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Account, at the Allowance of eighteen 


Pence per Week to each Perſon, we may 


reckon an hundred and fifty thouſand 
Poor that live by Alms; the Labour of 
theſe Perſons, one with another, at Six- 
pence per Diem wou'd be worth to the 
Nation about 1, 350, 000 Pounds per 
. and how ſuch a Quantity of Labour 
would operate on the Woolen Manufa- 
Qure (Spinning and Carding being the 
chief Employment of theſe poor People) 
I leave to every body's Conſideration. 
Next to the leflening the Price of La- 
bour is to bring down the Price of Wool; 
it has been in a great meaſure owing ta 


the Dearneſs of pur Woolen Manufacture, 


that both Holland and France have thought 
it worth their Care to ſet up Looms of 
their own, to our great, if not irreparable 
Detriment ; and France has ſo far ſucceed- 
cd, that ſhe ſeems to have no farther Oc- 
caſion for our Cloths at all. 

And Halland has found out this Secret 
of Trade, to buy up our raw Cloths (if I 
may be allow'd the Expreſſion) and dye 
and nap them ſo much cheaper than we, 
that they are able to under-ſcll us in Goods 
of our own Produce. 

The Prohibition of the 1 of the 
Iriſh woolen Manufacture abroad, and the 
Duty on riſþ Wool imported in England, 


has 
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has in a great Meaſure contributed to this; 
and Ireland has for many Years run all Ha- 
zafds, and ſent an annual Supply of Wool 
to France, which has enabled her to carry 
on this profitable Employ. 

| Wee cannot wonder that ſo neceſſary a 
Branch of Trade ſhould not eſcape the Ob- 
ſervation of ſo wiſe a Miniſter as Colbert, 
or the indefatigable Hollanders; but why 
ſo much Remiſſneſs on our Part is unac- 
countable? And, perhaps, it would not be 
Prudence to give the Reaſons. But we are 
not to wonder that any Nation takes the Ad- 
vantage of our Negligence nor is it impoſ 
ſible that Hpain her ſelf, may, in ſome time, 
ſet up a woolen Manufacture of her own 3 
{o that if we are cut out of this Trade from 
Holland, France and Spain, in all Probabi- 
lity, they may, in time, ſupply Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden, Ruſſia, and Germany, 
with what they want, as well as furniſh a 
finer ſort of ſcarlet Drapery for the Levant 
Trade, by which mcans we ſhould loſe the 
Vent of ſeveral Millions per Annum; * for 
ſo much the Export of our woolen Manu- 
facture from his Majeſty's Dominions have 
been computed at, over and above the 
Cloaths ſent to America. Though this Pro- 


* Sir William Petty, p. 8 3. has computed it at Millions, but 
I pelieve be has over - rated it. FY 7 Gen 
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ſpect is at a great Diſtance, yet certainly it is 
worth our Attention, the Poſſibility of the 
Event alone might alarm us. 

Our Plantation Trade has been a conſtant 
Source of Wealth to us, and might yet be 
improved to a much greater Advantage; 
our naval Stores might in a great Meaſure 
be ſupplied from New England, and we 
might ſave a great Part of four or five hun- 
dred thouſand Pounds per Annum in theſe 
Commodities, which we bring from Den- 
mark, Sweden, and the Eaſt-Countries. To 
preſcrve this valuable Commerce, we ought 
to have a vigilant Eye on France, who has 
made great Encroachments ſince our firſt 
Settlements there, and watches an Oppor- 


tunity to diveſt us of our Properties in that 


Part of the World. 

Perhaps it might be adviſable to give 
ſome additional Strength to our Forts and 
Places, to prevent any Surprize that may 
ariſe from any Rupture with an Enemy; 
it being much caſier to keep Poſſeſſion, than 
to regain it after it is loſt. | 

Our Trade to Turkey, which once was 
eſteemed among the beſt Branches, becauſe 
it took off ſo much of our woolen Manu- 
facture, is in a great Meaſure gone; and, it 
is thought, we are obliged to ſend Money 
every Year to pay the Balance of our Ac- 


counts there. 
Healy 
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Ita and Spain have paid us a conſtant 
Tribute; and Portugal for many Years has 
opened her Treaſures with a liberal Hand to 
us. France has enjoyed a long Advantage 
of us in point of Commerce, but the: Ne- 
ceſſities of the Government obliging them 
to raiſe the Value of their Money ſo often, 
has coſt them very dear; and it may be a 
Queſtion, whether ſome Vears the Difference 
of the Exchange did not pay the Balance of 
the Trade. 

Holland, no doubt, takes off many of 
our Eaſt-India Goods, and a great deal 
of our coarſcr woolen Manufacture; 
but, I am afraid, they do us more Hurt in 
the Markets where they carry them, than 
Good'in the buying them here. 

Hamborough and the Eaſt-Countrics take 
off the ſame Commodities, and, no doubt, 
return Gold and Silver to balance. 

Treland for what ſhe has, or can get out 
of other Countries, is a conſtant Stream 
running into this great Lake. 

As for Newfoundland and Greenland they 
have been long neglected, but might prove 
of the greateſt Conſequence to us. 

The African Trade might be improved 
to a great Heighth, and is a moſt beneficial 
Traffick, foraſmuch as it takes off chiefly 
our Manufacture; and except their Gold 
Duſt, the Commodities brought from thence 
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are but of little Value in that Country. The 
Contract made in favour of this Company 
with the King of Hain in 1713, ſee in the 
Appendix. 

But before 1 quit this Subject of Trade 
I ſhall ſpeak a little more largely of that 
of France; and I rather chooſe to do it, 
becauſe there is no Traffick looked upon 
with a more malignant Eye than this, by 
many People. Some have affirmed, that 
the Goods imported out of France have a- 
mounted yearly to two Millions ſix hundred 
thouſand Pounds. Sir Milliam Petty on 
the contrary ſays, that they cannot come to 
five hundred thouſand Pounds per Annum. 
I ſhall not enter farther into this Diſpute, 
than to declare my Opinion for the latter. 
But perhaps I may be thought very ſingular, 
when 1I affirm, that I believe, had the Trea- 
ty of Commerce, which was ratified at U. 
tretht the 31% of March 1713, been the 
Rule of our Trade with France, our Affairs, 
in reſpe& to that Nation, had been in a 
better Condition now than they are, or 
are likely to be; for by the 20" Article of 
that Treaty, we had Liberty to import in 
France every thing but warlike Inſtruments, 
ſubje& only to the Duties they were wont 
to pay by the Tariff of 1664, except the 
following Goods, v:zs. the Product of Whales, 
Woolen Manufactures, Salt Fiſh, and Su- 


gars,

gars, which were provided for in a a ſeparate 
Inſtrument, vzz. 

The Product of Whales were to pay the 
Duties appointed by the Tariff of 1699. 

The Woolen Manufacture the ſame. . 

Salt Fiſh, the Duties appointed before 
1664, and beſides 40 Livres per Laſt. 

All refined Sugars by the Tariff of 1699, 
as you may ſee more particularly in the 
Treaty itſelf, which I have ſubjoin'd in the 
Appendix. 

Had we gone on this Plan, we might have 
better ſupported that luxurious Traffick, and 
our Woolen Manufacture muſt have found 
Vent in that Country. But high Duties 


and Prohibitions on our ſide, beget high 


Duties and Prohibitions on theirs; but there 
is this Difference between us, that large 
Impoſts deter them from the Uſe of thoſe 
Commodities; but on the contrary, our 
Affectation makes us run the more greedily 
after them; notwithſtanding the great Im- 
provements we have made in a few Years 
in the Manufacture of Silks, yet we ſee no- 
thing elſe in a Drawing- Room but prohibited 
French Silks. Vaſt Quantities of French Wine 
and Brandies come into our Cuſtom-Houſes; 
for all the great Duties, and perhaps as 
much more is run in upon us, ſo that I 
don't find that our high Impoſts and Pro- 
hibitions ſaye us any thing at Home, the 

Damage 
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Damage they have done us Abroad is but 
too well known. : bY: 

The Policy of Holland might inſtruc us 
not to prohibit Commerce of any Kind, 
or load any Branch of it with Duties which 
makes it impracticable. A trading Nation 
ſhould be an open Ware-Houſe, where the 
Merchant may cither buy what he pleaſes, 
or (ell what he can. Whatever is brought 
to you, if you want it not, you will not 
purchaſe itz if you do want it, the Large- 
neſs of the Impoſt does not keep it from 
you. However, this is certain, that a pru- 
dent People will always keep thoſe Gates 
open, that let out their Manufactures or 
native Commodities. But to do any Act 
which may draw upon you the Loſs of the 
beſt Branch of your Manufacture, is wretch- 
ed Policy. If this has not been our Caſe, 
Iwiſh-it never may; but this one Thing I 
am ſure of, that there hardly ever was a 
more critical Iuncture in England, to look 
into the ſeveral Branches of our Trade, than 
the preſent.

zabeth was at upon the account of the Spaniſh

During the pacifick Reign of King James 
the Firſt, this Nation had little elſe to do 
but to receive the Benefits of her Traffick; 
her extraordinary Expences were very ſmall. 
That Prince indeed attempted to reſtore the 
Palatinate to his Son- in-Law, but as his 
Aids were feeble, ſo his Attempts proved 
ineffectual. 5 5 

The latter Part of the ſucceeding Reign 
was attended with many Calamities, but 
ſtill the Expence was chiefly within our 
ſelves; our Trade went on, and the extra- 
ordinary Charge of equipping ſo many and 
ſo great Fleets, was made up by the Secu- 
rity of our Commerce, and ſubduing our 
Rivals in naval Power, the Dutch. The Con- 
queſt of Jamaica has well anſwered the Ex- 
pence of that Expedition, and Spain paid dear 
for the War ſhe-deelared afterwards againſt 

l England;

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England, in her Reſentment of that Indig- 
nity. | 

From the Year 1659 to the Year 1688, 
we increas'd in Wealth of all Kinds. Hol- 
land, after two naval Wars, yielded us up

It has been obſerved by an ingenious 
Writer *, That the Rental of England

«© Pounds, which at a Medium for ſeventeen

Advantages we may poſſibly have obtained 


Fince; the Balance of which Account muſt 
be allowed to be our preſent Situation. And 


though I have not all thoſe Advantages 
which are neceſſary to come at Exactneſs in 
ſo painful an Enquiry, but am forced to take 
what I can find, as I can collect them from 


the publick Accounts, yet it does not en- 
| tirely diſcourage me, hoping 1 ſhall, even

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with theſe Materials, give ſuch a general 
Notion of the Affair 1 propoſe, that ſhall 
not be abſurd; and I muſt claim that com- 
mon Indulgence which is not denied to 
Mcn who take Pains to little Purpoſe, to 
excuſe their ſmall Errors. The Account 
of our Loſſes I muſt begin from the Year 
88, and that will firſt appear from the Cu- 
ſtoms which fell in the Articles of Tonnage 
and Poundage, from 5 10, 769 J. 13 s. which 
was the neat Produce at that Time, to 
416,517 J. in the Year 89 : So that in one 


'Year there was near 100, ooo Pounds ſunk 


in the Cuſtoms; but to the Year 1695 it 
was ſtill worſe, and in a Medium for ſeven 
Years, the Tonnage and Poundage fell about 
138, 707 l. per Annum. N 
This viſible declining in our Trade, Was 
not only occaſioned by the falling off of 
the Adventurers, but that both our 1. 
and Imports became in a great Meaſure a 
Prey to our Enemies; for though upon an 
exact Computation of the Number of Guns 
taken or deſtroyed in the French Ships of 
War, from the Year 88 to 97, their Pro- 
portion was above double the Number more 
than ours, Viz. 2244 to 1112, yet our fo- 
reign Trade being above treble the Value of 
that of France, our Repriſals muſt have been 
at leaſt rwo Thirds leſs upon their Mer- 
chants Ships, conſidering too that their Pri- 
2 vateers 
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” vatcers muſt be much more in Number 
> than ours, as the Temptation was ſo much 
greater; ſo that upon the whole, the clear 
Loſs of the Nation, upon the Caption of 
our Merchandize alone, might be 1,800,000 
Pounds. 

Which is to be underſtood thus : That 
the Loſs of our Goods, over and above what 
we took from the Enemy, might ariſe to 
the abovementioned Sum.

And notwith- 
ſtanding when the Exchange is againſt us 
in any Country, it does not only operate 
in relation to Remittances of Money, but 
to the whole Traffick, viz. If the Exchange 
between us and Holland be 5 per Cent. a- 
gainſt us, the Commodities of Holland will 
riſe in Proportion to the Difference of the 
Money, and for every 100 Pounds worth 
of Goods, we muſt ſend over 105 Pounds 
in Money or Goods of that Value, and this 
in Reſpect to us. Holland, Spain and Italy 
muſt run the Account very high, yet under 
this Diſadvantage (and even that which 
was worſe, the taking of our Ships) by the 
Money poured in upon us by Foreigners 
to be placed in our Funds, and the extra- 
ordinary Demand for our Commodities, 
our Specie was not diminiſhed in any Pro- 
portion to our Expence.

But ſure no one will ſay that we loſt 
twelve Millions of Specie by this War: 
How then can we account for this viſible 
Expence but by our Trade, which ſpight of 
ail thoſe Diſadyantages has broke thro' and 
gain'd us many Millions? ſo that I am of 
opinion that notwithſtanding the great Ex- 
pence of that War, the Nation had not 
five Millions leſs in Specie at the End of 
it than ſhe had before it began. 

And I do not doubt but it may be made 
appear that the Balance of Trade, cven du- 
ring the time of this War was 1, 500, 000 
per An. in our Favour; and this will be 
thought credible, when People ſhall know, 
that in the laſt War with France and 
Spain, when our Expence was much great- 
er, as our Arms were more extended, from 
the Year 1702 to 1712, the Balance of 
Trade was in our Favour above two Milli- 
ons per An, and for à Proof of this I will 

only 
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only appeal to the Cuſtom - houſe Books, 
and the common Valuation of the Goods 
exported and imported. | 

The Peace concluded in 1697 gave us a 
little breathing time, and by the Encreaſe 
of our Trade we might be ſuppoſed in 
thoſe five Years to regain all our Loſſes. 

And tho' perhaps this Computation may - 
be thought to run very high, yet 1 can ac- 
count no other way for thoſe vaſt Sums 
that were | raisd in the ſubſequent War 
with France and Spain: Beſides whoever 
will look into the Cuſtom-houſe Books 
will be ſurpris d to ſee ſuch a Riſe in the 
Duties paid there as was from the Year 
1695, when the Tonnage and Poundage 
was but 362, 707. 

And the Year 1701, when the Cuſtoms 
came to 1, 608, 645. | 

And tho' it may be ſaid that this high 
Duty is occaſioned in ſome meaſure by the 
additional Impoſts, yet it muſt be allow'd 
too that there has been a great Increaſe of 
Trade ſince the Year 1695 and that cven 
during the laſt War with France and Spain 
the Dutics one Year with another amounted 
to about 1, 250, ooo. 

It may perhaps give Satisfaction to ſome 
to let them ſee what the Payments from 
the Cuſtoms into the Exchequer have becn 
from "1701 to 1723 incluſive.

And here I would willingly draw a Veil 
over thoſe Times, but that the Glory and 
Succeſs of our Conduct has laid the Baſis 
of everlaſting Freedom, and clear'd our 
Minds from any Apprehenſions we might 
have had of being Vaſſals to France, or, 
what is the ſame thing, the Subjects of ar- 
bitrary Power. 

Never was a War carried on with great- 
er Vigour, which of Neceflity made it more 
expenſive; but the greater the Expence has 
been, the more to be admir'd are the means 
of recovering ourſelves; it ſhews the Riches 
of our native Product, great Induſtry, and 
an admirable Application to Commerce; it 
ſhews ſuch Vigour of Conſtitution that no- 
thing can hurt us but our own ſelves.

But perhaps it may be demanded if there 
is but fifteen Millions in Specie now, 
how is the Nation richer than it was in the 
Year 1688, when there was in specie 
18, 523, 456? To which I anſwer, that in 
the firſt Place our Commerce being much 
greater than it was at that Time, the fre- 
quent Exportation of Silver into ſome 
Countries, cither to pay our Ballances, or 
buy Goods which bring us in a greater Quan- 
tity from others, makes the Merchant ra- 
ther chooſe to keep Bullion by him than 
carry it to; the Mint, from the Difficulties 
that attend the Exportation or Melting 
coin'd Silver. 12 

Secondly, The great Increaſe of Jewels, 
Pictures and antique Statues, which may 
very well be called Riches, becauſe they 
will always produce Money.

CHAP. 


C HAP. IV. 
Of the Circulation of Money. 


ST HERE is hardly any one will doubt, 
* = but the firſt Traffick in the World 
* 57 was carried on by bartering of Com- 
modities one with another, and 

in the Infancy of the World, where Pco- 
ples Wants were few, and their Ideas nar- 
row, and confin'd to the Objects around 
them ; this ſort of Commerce was ſufficient 
for the Neceſſities and Comforts of human 
Life; but when the Inſolence of Power 
diveſted Men of their Properties, when the 
Eſtates of Millions came into a few hands, 
then Induſtry and Invention by degrees found 
out all the Conveniencies and Delicacies of 
Life, the lazy Uſurper parted with his Eſtate 
to gratify his Appetites, and in a ſeries of 
Time the Succeſſors of thoſe very People 
who had been ſpoil'd of their Properties 
were reſtor'd to them again. But this Cir- 
culation could never have been in this man- 
ner, but for the Invention of Money, 
D 4 whereby 
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whereby the Induſtrious Man is enabled to 
lay by ſo much of his Gains as in time a- 
riſes to the purchaſe of a great Eſtate. 


When Commerce came to be more ex- 
tended, the Difficulties that aroſe from Bar- 
tering made People agree to fix a certain 
Value upon Gold and Silver, and theſe Met- 
tals {being ſcarce, lying in a little Compaſs, 
and not being much ſubje& to Ruſt and Di- 
minution by uſe) became the Standard of 
the Value of other Commodities. 

For Inſtance, if ſo much Cloth is worth 
ſo much Gold or Silver in Smyrna or Liſ- 
bon, and ſo much Silk, or ſo much Wine, 
is worth the ſame Quantity of Gold or Sil- 
ver, then the Merchant in Smyrna or Lif- 
bon will exchange ſo much Silk or Wine for 
ſo much Cloth, becauſe there is a greater 
demand for Cloth in Smyrna or Lisbon, 
than for Silk or Wine ; but if the ſame 
Quantity of Silk or Wine was worth more 
Gold and Silver than the ſame Cloth, the 
Demand for the Cloth would be no Temp- 
tation to him to purchaſe it at that Rate. 

All Commodities have their Value from 
the Demand for them. A Scarcity of any 
one Commodity and a Demand for it will 
raiſe the Value even where there is a Scar- 
city of Gold and Silver. But though Gold 
and Silver be the Meaſure of Goods, yet 
they have often varied according to their 


Quantity. Thus

Thus tho in proportion to the People the 
Demand for Wheat might be the ſame in 

een Marys Time that it is now, yet then 

heat was at 7*, and 6 4. per Quarter, 
which is is now above four 3 as much. 
This Difference can only ariſe from the 
Quantity of Gold and Silver which has leſ- 
ſen'd the Demand for them. 

And this Difference does not only relate 
between them and other Commodities, but 
alſo to one another. The Quantity of Sil- 
ver by the opening of the Mines of Pers 
and Mexico, being greater than Gold, gave 
an extraordinary Value to Gold ; and hence 
it was that in the eleventh of King James I. 
the Unity-piece of Gold was raisd from 
20 to 235. On the contrary, a few Years 
ago the Demand for Silver was ſo great, 
that we were obligd to lower the Valuc of 
Gold; and in all Probability in a little time 
we ſhall think a farther Diminution abſo- 
lutely neceſſary. But it is not alone thc 
Quantity of Gold and Silver that leſſens the 
Demand for them, but the Circulation too, 
a great Trade making a greater Demand for 
Induſtry and Commodities than Money, 
leſſens its Value, and conſequently raiſes the 
Price of the other two. | 

Trade and Credit, as they are inſeparable 
in themſelves, ſo they are the Parents of 


Circulation: Moncy without theſe would 
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be but a dead Treaſure in few Peoples hands, 

nd conſequently the Community little the 
— for it. France is to England as eight 
to three, their Specic perhaps proportion- 
able, yet there is a greater Shew of Money 
in England than in France ; but if the Cir- 
culation of Fraxce were equal to that of 
England, then ſhe would appear of courſe 
ſo much richer than England.

And perhaps I may be particular in ſay- 
ing, the Reaſon of this prodigious Circula- 
tion is the Debt itſelf; for the large and re- 
gular Intereſt that has been paid on theſe 
State - Actions have exhauſted all private 
Hoards, and made theſe Securities become 
like a new Species of Money, current in e- 
very body's hands. 

People are by this means enabled to make 
a greater Expence, and as the Faſhion of 
Life extends itſelf, and affects mediately or 
immediately almoſt every Branch of Trade, 
'tis not wonderful to ſee that Increaſe of it. 
A great Conſumption of Commodities ge- 
nerally attends Affluence, and a looſe Oc- 
conomy is often the Effect of great Plenty.

Intereſt; if A in Trade em- 
ploys 100 J. and gains 16 per Cent. this Loan 
is an Advantage to him; and tho this Em- 
ployment cannot be ſuppos d to be made of 
all the Money tent to us, yet if a fixth part 
could be thus us d, it would reduce our Loſs 
from 300,000 J. to 140,000 J. per Annum. 
Which, conſidering our vaſt Traffick, is in- 
conſiderable. 
Again, this large and regular Intereſt has 
made a Paper - Coin current amongſt us, 
which ſerves the Office of twenty times the 
Specie; that is, an Annuity of 5 J. per An. 
is generally taken for 100 J. for though no 
body is oblig'd to take Annuities in Pay- 
ments for Money, yet they are ſeldom re- 
fus d; and if they are, and Money e 
this 
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this Money comes at laſt to Market to pur- 
chaſe ſuch Securities, and it is by this means 
the money d Man always finds a ready Inte. 
reſt, and conſequently is enabled to live at 
greater Expence, which muſt neceſſarily o- 
peratc an Advantage to all that part of the 
Society that have to deal with him, a De- 
mand riſing from the Conſumption of Goods 
certainly raiſing the Price of them. 

And this is likewiſe a great Advantage to 
the trading Part of the Nation, who have 
an Opportunity of immediate Intereſt for 
their Money till they can employ it in Trat- 
This quick Circulation of ſo many Mil- 
lions gives the Profits of out Trade and In- 
duftry to the whole Society ; for the Duties 
on * Goods of B. C. D. Merchants, go 
towards paying the Intereſt of Money due 
to F. G. H. who have Occaſion for the Pro- 


duct J. K. L. Landed Men, which puts a 


greater Value on their Eſtates, and conſe- 
quently the Tenants of J. K. L. are Gainers 


too in their Proportion, which enables them 


to give their Labourers a Part of their Profit. 
And thus it is, the Price of Labour is 
rais d, the Demand for Goods being great, 
the Dealers ſtrive to excel in Quality or

And by this means we may account for 
the Difference of thefe Times, and what 
they might be a Hundred Years ago, becauſe 
an Addition only of Four Pence a Day Ex- 
pence to every Individual, reckoning Eight 
Millions of Souls in England and Wales, 
amounts to above Forty cight Millions per 
Ann. ſpent now more than at that time. 
But without doubt the Increafe of People 
in this Series of Years has been very much; 
for in the ordinary way of Reckoning it is 
judg'd that in one hundred Years a Nation 
increafes one half in Number. And it is to 
this as well as to the Quantity of Gold and 
Silver, that the Lands of this Kingdom have 
increasd ſo much in Value, Numbers of 
People making great Demands for the Pro- 
duct of the Earth, and putting Men upon 
the Neceſſity of cultivating and improving 
for their Suſtenance.

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And tho' in a Nation of great Commerce 
the Fabrication of Gold and Silver in the 
Mints may not be an exact Rule to meaſure 
thoſe Commodities by, becauſe the Diffi- 
culties that attend the Exportation of coin- 
ed Money make People to keep Bullion 
for their Trafhick; yet it may be allow d 
me, that were there more Silver or Gold 
Metal than cou'd be usd in Traffick, they 
wou'd naturally be brought to the Mints; 
ſo without doubt we may conclude a Na- 
tion gains by Trade, when we cc a great 
Stock of Specic in Currency; on the con- 
trary we may conclude there is ſomething 
wrong in that Occonomy which makes a 
Scarcity of Money, eſpecially Silver, which 
is the Meaſure of the Commerce of almoſt 
the whole World. 

The great Scarcity of this Commodity 
we labourcd under a few Years ſince, was 
owing to the too great Value we put on 
Gold in Proportion to Silver, and not ſo 
much to the Exportation of that Metal for 
the Eaſt-India Trade, as ſome have ima- 

in'd. 
, And the great Coinage of Gold about 
that time makes it apparent that Forcigners 
gain'd by the Exchange of Gold for Silver. 
The Ceſſation of that quick Coinage and 
the Currency of Silver ſince, will enforce 
this Truth. 
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CHAP. V; 


The Poſſibility of paying the publick 
Debts depends on Circulation. 


HE paying the publick Debts is a 
Matter of the greateſt Concern, 
and ſccms to be the chiefeſt Care 

of the Adminiſtration ; the Mea- 
fures that have bcen alrcady taken will in 
all probability, in the Year 1727, produce 
a linking Fund of above a Million of Mo- 
acy. 
And ſuppoſe we ſtate the Debt at fifty 
three Millions, the Fund at 1,200,000, tt is 
no great Diſcovery to lay, that in leſs than 
twenty fix Years this great Debt may be 
paid off. 

But I muſt beg leave to obſcrve, that 
notwithſtanding this Account is mathema- 
tically true, upon the Suppoſition of ſo 
much Money recciv'd annually, yet, upon 
the whole, either the Creditor or the Com- 
munity muſt loſe ſo much of their Princi- 

| | E 3 pal 
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pal before this Debt can be paid off, or 


elſe they muſt acquire a new Eſtate, 

For Inſtance, A, the Government, owes 
B, C, D 2000/. E, E, G, H, have Lands 
and Goods to the Value of 20, ooo, and the 
whole Community have but 500 J. amongſt 
them in Money, of which 100 J. a Year 
are the Revenues of A; if the Debt is at 
4 per Cent. the Revenues of A, in lefs 
than twenty Years, will be ſufficient to pay 
it. But how? It muſt be out of the Eſtates 
„ - CC, 13, E, F.*Q. I- fo mat ar 
Eſtates muſt be diminiſhed by ſo much, or 
they muſt acquire a new Eſtate anſwerable 
for this Debt. 

It is true the Loſs may not fall upon B, 
C, or D, the immediate Creditor, becauſe 
any of them may purchaſe the Lands or 
Goods of E, F, G, or H. But then at laſt 
it muſt fall on him or them that have the 
Money, becauſe that A has no other Eſtate 
to pay with, but the Money of B, C, D, E, 
F, Cc. 

If it could be ſuppoſed that B, C, D, 
State Creditors, ſhould keep all the Mo- 
ney that was paid them by A, in five Vears 
time they muſt have all the Money of the 
Community; but as this is unlikely, and 
their neceſſary Expences muſt make a Cir- 
culation, ſo of courſe it muſt come about 


to 
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to A, who has a part of almoſt every thing 
that is bought or ſold. 

Perhaps it may be ask d how fo large a 
Moncy Debt could grow out of ſo ſmall 
a Capital? To which I anſwer, that the an- 
nual Charge of our Fleets and Armies, 
chiefly conſiſting in Commodities of our 
own Growth, the Creditors were ſatis— 
fied with an Intereſt for their Money, ſo 
that the annual Payment of the eighteenth 
or twentieth Part of the Value of their 
Goods was Satisfaction till the whole cou'd 
be paid. 

And as to the Money it was generally 
lent by the ſame Pcople who ſold their Sc- 
curities to others at an advanc'd Price, and 
by this means were enabled every Vear to 
lend more, they being the Reſervoirs of all 

thoſe little Streams or Parcels of Money 
which belong'd to the Multitude, who de- 
manded an Intereſt for them, the Punctu— 


ality of Payments and Sacredneſs of the 


Security in ſome time making the Intereſt 
more valuable than the Principal. 

Hence it is that People finding themſelves 
in a State of Safety, and that their lutereſt 
is well paid, raiſe the Price of their pub- 
lick Securities, which of Neceſſity leſſens 
the Value of Money. 

If a Million of the publick Debts were 
paid off, this Money muſt come again to 
F 3 Market 
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Market to look out for Intereſt, and conſe- 
quently the remaining part of the Debt 
wou'd increaſe in its Value from the Diffi- 
culty of finding Employment for that Mil- 
lion elſewhere ; but then it muſt be allow'd 
that there is a Million leſs in Circulation 
than there was before, becauſe this Million, 
call it Annuities or Stock of any kind, did 
the Office of ſo much Money ; the ſame 
thing muſt be ſaid of every Million that 
is paid off. 

It may be a Queſtion, whether after ten 
Millions paid off (and conſequently ſo much 
Jeſs in Circulation) there will be the ſame 
Conſumption of Commodities as there is 
at preſent; if not, the ſame Annuity can- 
not be collected, and conſequently the 
Debt will take a longer time in clearing 
off. 

'Tis demonſtrable, unleſs People ſpend 
out of thcir Capital, the Conſumption can- 
not be ſo great, becauſe after ten Millions 
paid, there muſt be ſo much Principal and 
Intcreſt leſs in Circulation than there was 
before, unleſs we ſuppoſe, that by the Ap- 
plication of this Money in Trade, we get a 
Sum equal to the Intereſt and Principal. 

If, after twenty Millions paid, the Diffi- 


culty of employing Money will become 


ſo great as that half of it may become 
uſeleſs, that is, hoarded up, which may 
I | very 
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very well be the Caſe; it is not then to 
be imagined, the Conſumption of Goods 
can be then ſo great as now, the Duties then 
of Neceſlity muſt be leſs. 

If the Conſumption diminiſhes, who is 
it that is moſt likely to ſuffer? Why the 
trading Man, mechanick, and landed Man. 
For Inſtance, if the money'd Man is reduced 
to live on thrce Fifths leſs than heretofore, 
or which is the ſame thing, the money'd 
Eſtate is three Fifths worſe than it was be- 
fore, the Conſumption of the Proprictors 
muſt abate in proportion; and conſcquent- 
ly this muſt fall on the trading Man, me— 
chanick, or landed Man, becauſe under 
theſe three Heads all the neceſſary Expences 
of Lite almoſt may be rang'd. 

The landed Man will be very much ſur- 
priz'd to find his Rents diminiſh, and yet 
his Land riſe in value as to the Purchaſe of 
it ; the Merchant will wonder that in a 
profound Time of Tranquility and Plenty, 
he has not that Vent for his Commoditics 
he was accuſtom'd to have. 

The poor Mcchanick will pine for want 
of Employment; and this muſt be the Con- 
ſequence if we have leſs to ſpend than we 
had before. 

But perhaps it will be thought adviſable 
to leave open all the Gatcs of Circulation, 


that this Alteration may come gradually, 
E 4 and

and not ſurprize us, that the Advantages 
we may have from Trade, may fill up thoſe 
Gaps which muſt be occaſioned by ſuch a 
Stagnation, as. the Payment of ren Millions 
will make. If an Annuity-Office ſhould be 
open to all Purchaſers for their Lives, Peo- 
ple would, doubtleſs, rather than have Mo- 
ney lye idle, buy Annuities cither for them- 
ſelves or their Children ; and this would be 
always Money in Circulation ; and I am 
certain, that were this under a good Regu- 
lation, at the Price Annuitics are now, the 
Government would be Gainers by the Pro- 
jet; and were it to continue, would, in 
the Proceſs of Time, raiſe a Sum of Money, 
for any Emergency. 

One thing I am ſure of, it would greatly 
facilitate the Circulation of Money, without 
which our Debts can never be paid off. 

If the Value of a Life of 26 Years old, 
be 13 Years and ze Intereſt at 5 per Cent. 
that is, the Purchaſer and Government make 
an equal Bargain; if the Purchaſer gives 
thirteen hundred and ſixty Pounds for a 
hundred Pounds a Year during his Life, 
when the Difficulty of getting Intereſt for 
Money ſhall be great, it will be a great 
Temptation to People to receive about eight 
per Cent. for their Money. 

The Government too will find an Advan- 
tage in this Circulation; and if theſe An- 

nuitics 
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nuities are confin d to People reſident in 
England, in all Probability it will bring 
over many Strangers to dwell amongſt us, 
whoſe Wealth can be no Diſadvantage to 
us, and who can no where elſe find ſuch 
an Employment for their Money. 

An ingenious Calculator has upon pro- 
bable Principles computed the Values of 
Annuities for every roh Year of a Man's 
Life, for an Intereſt at 5 per Cent. as fol-

Don Manuel Menaſjes Gilligan, deputed by 
her Majcſty of Great Britain, did, in pur- 
ſuance thereof, put into my Hands a Draught 
made for that Purpoſe, containing forty 
two Articles, for the regulating this Con- 
tract; which I referred to the Conſiderati- 
on of a Junta of three Miniſters of my 
Council of the Indies, that upon peruſal 
thercof, they might report to me what 
ſhould occur to them, upon each Article or 
Condition. Which being done, and ſeve- 
ral Points remaining upon this Examination 


undetermined and controverted, I referred it 


back to another Junta; and being fully in- 
formed of the whole Matter, notwithſtand- 
ing the Objections made by both Juntas, it 
being my Intention to conclude and finiſh 
this Aſſiento with all poſſible Condeſcen- 
tion and Complacency towards the Qucen 
of Great Britain, I have thought fit, by my 
Royal Decrce of the twelfth of this preſent 
Month, to admit and approve of the ſaid 
forty two Articlcs containcd in the foremen- 
tioned Draught, in the manner hereafter 
ſpecified, with the Enlargement, which o- 
yer and above I have of my own free Will 

reſolved 
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reſolved to grant to the ſaid Company, by 


my ſaid Decree, all which is in the manner 
following. 


ARTICLE I. 


Firſt then, to procure by this Means a 
mutual and reciprocal Advantage to the So- 
vercigns and Subjects of both Crowns, her 
Britiſh Majeſty does offer and undertake 
for the Perſons whom ſhe ſhall name and 
appoint : That they ſhall oblige and charge 
themſelves with the bringing into the Meſt- 
Indies of America belonging to his Catho- 
lick Majeſty in the Space of the ſaid thirty 
Years, to commence on the firſt Day of 
May, one thouſand ſeven hundred and thir- 
tcen, and determine on the like Day, which

That for each Negro, Piegas de India, 
of the regular Standard of ſeven Quarters, 
not being old or defective, according to 
what has been practiſed and eſtabliſhed hi- 
therto in the Indies, the Aſſientiſts ſhall 
pay thirty three Pieces of Eight (E/tudos) 
and one third of a Piece of Eight, in which 
Sum ſhall be accounted to be, and ſhall be 
comprehended, all and all manner of Du- 
ties of Alcavalia, Siga, Vnion, de Armas, 
Boqueron, or any other Duty whatſoever, 
of Importation or Rega/ia, that now are, or 
hereafter ſhall be impoſed, belonging to his 
Catholick Majeſty, ſo that nothing more 


ſhall be demanded ; and if any ſhould be

ſaid, the ſame being made appear by an au- 
thentick Certificate, which ſhall not be de- 
nied by any Publick Notary thereunto re- 
quired, on the Part of the Aſſientiſts, for 
which Purpoſe a general Order (Cedula) 
ſhall be iſſued in the moſt ample Form.

That the ſaid Aſſientiſts ſhall advance to 


his Catholick Majeſty, to ſupply the urgent 


Occaſions of the Crown, two hundred thou- 
ſand Pieces of Eight (E/cndos) in two even 
Payments of one hundred thouſand Pieces 
of Eight each, the firſt to be made two 
Months after his Majeſty ſhall have approv- 
ed and ſign'd this Aſſiento; and the ſecond 
at the end of two other Momhs, next after 
the firſt Payment; which Sum ſo advanced, 
is not to be reimburſed before the firſt end 
of the twenty Years of this Aſſiento, and 
then it may be deducted by equal Portions 
in the ten laſt remaining Years, after the 
Rate of twenty thouſand Pieces of Eight 
ycarly, out of the Produce of the Duty up- 
on Negrocs, which they arc to pay in thoſc 
Years.

That the Aſſientiſts ſhall be obliged to 
pay the aforeſaid Advance of two hundred 
thouſand Pieces of Eight in this Court; as 
alſo from ſix Months to ſix Months, the half 
of the Amount of the Dutics payable for 
the Piegas of Slaves, which they have 
agreed to import yearly,

That the Payments of the ſaid Puties 
ſhall be made in the Manner mentioned in 
the foregoing Article, without any Delay or 
Diſpute, or without putting any other In- 
terpretation upon it. Yet with this De- 
claration, that the Aſſientiſts ſhall not be 
obliged to pay the Duties for more than 
four thouſand Negroes (Piegas de India) 
yearly, and not for the remaining eight 
hundred. The Duties payable for theſe 
laſt, during the whole thirty Years of this 
Aſſiento, being to be, as they are hereby 
given and granted to them the faid Aſſi- 
entiſts, by his Majeſty, in the beſt Form and 
Mariner poſlible, in Conſideration of the 
Riſques and Intereſt that ought to be made 
good to the Aſſientiſts for the Money ad- 
vanced, and Payment in this Court, of the 
Duties of the ſaid four thouſand Pzezas.

That the ſaid Aſſientiſts, after they ſhalt 
have imported the four thoutand, eight 
hundred Negroes yearly, according to their 
Contract, if they find it neceſſary for his 
Catholick Majeſty's Service, and that of his 
Subjects, to import a greater Number, my 
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ſhall have Liberty to do it during the firſt 
twenty five Years of this Contract (foraſ- 
much as in the five laſt Years they ſhall im- 
port no more than the four thouſand cight 
hundred agreed upon) with Condition that 
they ſhall pay no more than ſixteen Pieces 
of Eight, and two thirds of a Piece of 
Eight for all Duties on each Negroe, Pi- 
eza de India, which they ſhall import over 
and above the ſaid four thouſand eight 
hundred, that bcing the half of thirty three 
Pieccs of cight, and one third above-men- 
tioned; and this Payment alſo ſhall be 
made in this Court. 


VIL 


That the ſaid Aſſientiſts ſhall be at liberty 
to employ in this Commerce, for the carrying 
of their Cargoes, her Majeſty of Great Bri- 
tains own Ships, or thoſe of her Subjects, 
or any belonging to his Catholick Majeſty's 
Subjects (paying them their Freight, and with 
the Conſent of their Owners) navigated 
with Engliſh or Spaniſh Mariners at their 
Choice; Care being taken that neither the 
Commanders of thoſe Ships employed by 
the Aſſientiſts, nor the Mariners do give 
any Offence or cauſe any Scandal to the 
Exerciſe of the Roman Catholick Religion, 


under the Penalties, and purſuant to the 


F Regu- 
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Regulations eſtabliſhed by the firſt Article 
of this Aſſiento. And alſo, it ſhall be 
lawful for the ſaid Aſſientiſts, and they ſhall 
have power to introduce their black Slaves 
contracted for into all parts of the North 
Sea, and of Buenos Ayres, in any of the 
afore-mentioned Ships, in like manner as 
has been granted to any former Aſſientiſts; 
however, always with this Aſſurance, that 
neither the Commanders nor Sca-men ſhall 
occaſion any Scandal to the Roman Catho- 


lick Religion, under the Penalties already 
mentioned. 


VIII. 


That whereas Experience has ſhewn it to 
be very prejudicial to the Intereſt of his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty and his Subjects that it hath 
not been lawful for the Aſſientiſts to 
tranſport their Negroes into all the Ports 
of India in general (it being certain that 
the Provinces which have not had them 
endured great Hardſhips for. want of having 
their Lands and Eftates cultivated ; from 
whence aroſe the Neceſſity of uſing all ima- 
ginable ways of getting them, even tho 
it were fraudulently) it is made an expreſs 
Condition of this Contract, that the ſaid 
Aſſientiſts may import and vend the ſaid 
Negrocs in all the Ports of the North bu 
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and that of Buenos Ayres, at their Choice; 


his Catholick Majeſty revoking, as he docs re- 


voke, the Prohibition contained in the other 
former Aſſiento's, to import them into any 
other Ports than thoſe therein mentioned ; 
with this Reſtriction, that the ſaid Aſſien- 
tiſts may not import or land any Negroe, ex- 
cept in thoſe Ports where there are royal 
Officers or their Deputies, who may ſearch 
the Ships and their Cargoes, and certify 
the Number of Negroes that are imported. 
And it is provided at the fame time, that 
the Negroes which are carry'd to the Ports of 
the windward Coaſt, Sancta Martha, Cu- 
mana and Maracaybo ſhall not be ſold by 
the ſaid Aſſientiſts, for more than after the 
rate of three hundred Pieces of Eight cach, 
and for as much leſs as is poſſible to en- 
courage the Inhabitants of thoſe Places to 
buy them; but as to the other Ports of 
New Spain, its Iſlands, and Terra Firma, 
it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid Aſſientiſts 
to ſell them at the beſt Prices they ſhall be 
able to get.

That the ſaid Aſſientiſts being allowed, 
for the Reaſons mentioned in the fore- 
going Article, to import their Negroes in- 
to all the Ports of the North Sea; it is 
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alſo agreed that they ſhall have Power to 
do it in the River of Plata, his Catho- 
lick Majeſty allowing them out of the four 
thouſand eight hundred Negroes, which, 
purſuant to this Aſſiento they are to import 
yearly (in Conſideration of the Advantages 
and Benefits that will thereby accrue to the 
neighbouring Provinces) to bring into the 
ſaid River of Plata or Buenos Ayres, in 
cach of the ſaid thirty Years of this Aſſi- 
ento, to the Number of one thouſand and 
two hundred of thoſe Piegas de India of 
both Sexcs, to ſcll them there at ſuch Prices 
as they ſhall be able, ſhipping the ſame in 
four Veſlels, large cnough to carry them ; 
cight hundred of them to be diſpoſed of 
at Buenos Ayres, and the remaining four 
hundred may be carry'd into, and ſerve 
for the Provinces above and Kingdom of 
Chili, ſelling them to the Inhabitants, if 
they will come to buy them in the ſaid 
Port of Buenos Ares; it being hereby de- 
clarcd that her Britannick Majeſty, and the 
Aſſientiſts in her Name, may hold in the 
ſaid River of Plata ſome Parcels of Land 
which his Catholick Majeſty ſhall appoint 
or aſſign, purſuant to what is ſtipulated in 
the Preliminaries of Peace, from the time 
of the commencing of this Aſſiento, ſuffici- 
ent to plant, to cultivate, and breed Cattle 
therein for the Subſiſtence of the Perſons 


belonging 
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belonging to the Aſſiento and their Ne- 
groes: They ſhall be allowed to build 
Houſes there of Timber, and not of any 
other Materials; and they ſhall not throw 
up the Earth, nor make any the leaſt 
(or lighteſt) Fortification : And hisCath o- 
lick Majeſty ſhall alſo appoint an Officer to 
his Satisfaction, one of his own Subjects, 
who ſhall reſide upon the aforementioned 
Lands, under whoſe Command arc to be 
all ſuch things as relate to the ſaid Land ; 
and all other Matters that concern the 
Aſſiento ſhall be under that of the Gover- 
nor and Royal Officers of Buenos Ayres ; 
and the Aſſientiſts ſhall not, on account of the 
ſaid Lands, be obliged to pay any Duties dur- 
ing the time of the ſaid Aſſiento, and no lon- 
ger. 


X. 


In order to the carrying and introducing 
of black Slaves into the Provinces of the 
South Sca, Liberty is to be granted, as it is 
hereby granted, to the Aſſientiſts, to freight, 
either at Panama, or in any Dock or Port 
of the South Sea, Ships or Frigats of about 
four hundred Tons, little more or leſs, on 
board which they may ſhip them at Pana- 
ma, and carry them to all the other Ports 
of Peru, and no others on that ſide; and 
to man thoſe Ships with ſuch Seamen and

That for the better Management of this 
Aſſiento, his Catholick Majeſty will be 
pleaſed to grant, that as ſoon as the Peace 
is proclaimed, her Britannick Majeſty may 
ſend two Ships of War with the ſaid Fac- 
tors, Officers, and others, who are to be em- 
ployed in this Service, giving firſt a Liſt of the 
Names, both of the one and the others, that are 
to go a- ſhore in all the Ports, where they ſhall 
be allowed to ſettle and regulate their Facto- 
ries; as well that they may go with the 
greater Conveniency and Security, as that 
they may provide all things neceſſary for 
the receiving the Veſſels that ſhall go with 
Negroes; which being obliged to go to take 
the Blacks in upon the Coaſt of Africa, 
and thence tranſport them to the Port of 
the Spaniſh America, it would be very in- 
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commodious as well as unprofitable, for the 
Factors and others employed, to go on 
Board the Ships made uſe of in thoſe 
Voyages, and yet is indiſpenſably neceſ- 
ſary that Houſes be prepared beforehand 
for them to dwell in, and all other Provi- 
ſions made which they ſhall want, and for 
the tranſporting of the Factors, and others 
belonging to the Company; to Buenos 
Hres, a Veſſel of a middling Burthen ſhall 
be allowed ; and it is hereby declared, that 
as well this Veſſel, as the two Ships of War, 
are to be viſited and ſearched in the ſeveral 
Ports by the Royal Officers, who may ſeize 
their Merchandize, if they carry any; and 
farther, the ſaid Ships ſhall be furniſhed with 
neceſſary Proviſions for their Return, at a 
reaſonable Rate. 


XIII. 


The ſaid Aſſientiſts may nominate in all 
the Ports and chief Places of America, 
Judges-Conſervators of this Aſſiento, whom 


they may remove and diſplace, appoint o-

the Effects, which ſhall come in them, and 
ſhall appear, by an authentick Writing, to 
belong to the Aſſientiſts, ſhall be free of all 
Duties whatſoever, on their Importation in 
Spain, ſecing their Stock is to be looked 
upon to have the ſame Privilege as if it 
belonged to his Catholick Majeſty ; and it 
is forbid, that the ſaid Ships belonging to 
the Aſſiento (which may come in Com- 
pany with the Flotas) do bring on Board 
them any Spanzſh Paſſenger, or any Effects 
of any Subject of his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty.

That from the firſt Day of May of this 
preſent Year 1713, till they ſhall have taken

Negroe Slave into India; and if they do, 
his Catholick Majeſty will declare, as by 
this preſent Article he does declare, them 
to be confiſcated and forfeited in Favour, 
and for the Benefit of theſe Aſſientiſts, to 
whom they ſhall remain, they being oblig- 
ed to pay the Duties of the Negroes thus 
imported, contrary to this Article, as are 
regulated and ſettled by this Contract; for 
which Purpoſe, ſo ſoon as it is ſign'd, cir- 
cular Orders in the moſt ample Form, ſhall 
be diſpatched to America, that there be not 
any Negroes for the Account of the French 
Company admitted into any of the Ports, 
to whoſe Agent the ſame ſhall be notified : 
And that this may be the more effectual and 
advantagious to the Royal Revenue, it is 
agreed, that when the ſaid Aſſientiſts ſhall 
have Notice, that any Ship with Negroes (not 
belonging to them) is come upon the Coaſt, 
or entered into any Port, they may fit out, 
arm, and ſend out immediately ſuch Veſ- 
ſels as they ſhall have of their own, or any 
others belonging to his Catholick Majeſty, 
or his Subjects, with whom they ſhall agree, 
to take, ſcize, and confiſcate ſuch Ships and 
their Negrocs, of whatever Nation or Per- 
ſon they be, to whom the ſame ſhall be- 
long; to which end, the ſaid Aſſientiſts 


and their Factors ſhall have Liberty to take 
0 Cognizance 
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Cognizance of, and ſearch all Ships and 


Veſſels that ſhall come upon the Coaſts of 
India, or into its Ports, in which they ſhall 
have Reaſon to believe or ſuſpect, that there 
are Contraband Negroes. Provided always, 
that for the making of ſuch Searches, Vi- 
ſits, and other Proceedings beforementi- 
oned, they ſhall firſt have Leave from the 
Governors, to whom they ſhall communi- 
cate what occurs, and deſire them to inter- 
poſe their Authority ; provided that Peace 
ſhall be proclaimed before any thing of this 
can be done, or this Aſſiento take place. 


XIX. 


That the ſaid Aſſientiſts, their Factors and 
Agents, ſhall have Power to navigate and 
import their Negro Slaves, according to 
their Contract, to all the Northern Ports 
of his Catholick Majeſty's Weſt- Indies, in- 
cluding the River of Plata, with Prohibi- 
tion to all others, whether Subjects of the 
Crown, or Strangers, to carry and intro- 
duce thither any Negroes, under the Penal- 
ties cſtabliſhed by the Laws that relate to 
this Contract of Trade; and his Catholick 
Majeſty obliges himſelf by his Faith and 
Royal Word, to maintain the ſaid Aſſien- 
tiſts, in the entire and full Poſſeſſion and 


Performance of all the Articles thereof, 


during 
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during the time agreed on without allow- 
ing or conniving at any thing that may be 
contrary to the punctual and exact fulfilling 
thereof, his Majeſty conſidering it as his own 
Concern ; with this Condition, that they 
ſhall not import into the ſaid River of 
Pletta or Buenos Ayres, more than the 
twelve hundred Piegas de Negroes allow- 


cd by the eighth Article. 


XX. 


That in caſe the ſaid Aſſientiſts be moleſted 
in the Execution and Performance of this 
Aſſiento, and that their Proceedings and 
Rights be diſturbed by way of Suits at Law, 


or in any other manner whatſoever, his 
Catholick Majeſty declares that he will re- 
* ſerve to himſelf alone the Cognizance 
thereof, and of all Cauſcs that may be 
moved thereupon, with an Inhibition to 
all and whatſoever Judges and Juſtices to 
take to themſelves the Examination and 
Cognizance of the ſaid Cauſes, or of the 
' Suits, Omiſſions or Defects that may hap- 
pen in the Performance of this Aſſiento. 


XXI. 


That whenever the Ships of the ſaid 


Aſſientiſts ſhall arrive in the Ports of the 


G Indies 
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Indies with their Cargoes of Negroes, the 
Captains thercof ſhall be oblig'd to certify 
that there is not any contagious Diſtemper 
amongſt them, that the Governor and roy- 
al Ofhcers may permit them to enter into 
the ſaid Ports, without which Certificates 
they ſhall not be admitted. 


XXII. 


When the ſaid Ships ſhall have enter'd into 
any of the Ports that arc to be viſited by the 
Governor and royal Officers, and ſearch'd 
to the Bottom, even to the Ballaſt, and 
having landed their Negrocs in whole or 
in part, they may at the ſame time land 
the Proviſions, which they ſhall bring for 
their Subſiſtence, laying them up in parti- 
cular Houſes or Magazines, having obtain'd 
leave of the Miniſters, who had ſearch'd 
the ſaid Ships, to avoid by theſe means all 
Opportunities of Fraud or Controverſy ; but 
they ſhall not land, import or vend any 
Goods or Merchandize, under any Pretence 
or Motive whatſoever ; and if there ſhould 
be any on Board the Ships, they ſhall be 
ſeized, as if they were found on Shore, 
excepting only the ſaid Negroe Slaves, and 
the Magazines of Proviſions for their Sub- 
ſiſtence; under the Penalty, that thoſe who 
are guilty ſhall be ſeverely puniſhed, and 
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their Merchandize and Effects confiſcated 
or burnt; and they ſhall be declared for 
ever incapable of having any Employment 
in the faid Afﬀiento; and the Officers and 
Subjects of his Catholick Majeſty, who 
mall connive at the fame, ſhall be ſeverely 


punifhed alſo; all Importation and trading 
in Merchandize being abſolutely forbidden 
and deny'd to the ſaid Aſſientiſts, as being 
- contrary to and againſt the Laws of theſe 
| Kingdoms, and the Sincerity and good Faith 
with which they ought to diſcharge the 
Obligations they are under by this Aſſi- 


| ento. And his Majeſty declares and or- 
dains, that the Merchandizc which ſhall be 


ſo feized, as being fraudulently imported, 
- ſhall be appraiz'd and valued, and imme- 
 diatcly burnt in ſome publick Place by Or- 
der of the ſaid Governors and royal Offi- 
cers; and the Captain or Maſter of the 
| faid Ship or Veſſel ſhall be condemned to 
pay the Price at which it was valued, tho 
he ſhould be guilty of no other Fault than 


of Omiſſion, in not taking care that no 


ſuch Merchandize ſhould have been put on 
board; but if they are Accomplices or De- 
| linquents, they ſhall be condemned to pay 
2 a Forfeiture proportionable to their Offence, 


| ſeverely puniſhed, and declared incapable 
to hold hereafter any Employment in the 


Service of this Aſſiento. And his Catho- 
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lick Majeſty will require from all his Mi- 
niſters and Officers an exact and ſtrict Ac- 
count of the Performance of what is above 
mentioned. And it is declared, that the 
Ships, on board which the Negroes ſhall 
be, or any of the Proviſions brought for 
their Subſiſtence, ſhall not be liable to the 
ſaid Forfeiture and Confiſcation, they be- 
ing declared to remain free, as not being 
in fault, and the Perſon or Perſons who 
have Charge of them may go on with 
their Traftick; and if the Merchandize or 
Goods ſcized do not exceed the Value of 
an hundred Pieces of Eight (E/cudos) they 
ſhall be burnt without any Remiſſion, be- 
ing firſt appraized, and the Captain fhall 
be condemned to pay the Sum at which 
they were appraized, as a Puniſhment for 
his Neglect and Omiſſion, and if he docs 
not pay down the Value of what ſhall have 
been ſo ſeiz d. he ſhall be ſuſpended and 
impriſoned till Payment made ; but if it 
be proved that he was not an Accomplice 
he ſhall be obliged to deliver up the Per- 


ſon guilty, and in that Caſe he ſhall. be 
tree. 


XXIII. 


That the Victuals and other Proviſions 
Which ſhall be put on Shore for the Sub- 
deed + ſiſtence 
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fiſtence of the Negroes, ſhall not pay any 
Dutics of Importation or Exportation, or 
any others Whatever that now are or here- 
after may be impoſed; but if the Aſſientiſts 
buy or export them from the Ports, then 
ſhall they be obliged to pay the Duties eſta- 
bliſhed, in the ſame manner as his Catho- 
lick Majeſty's Subjects ought to do; and it 
is declared, that if, of the Proviſions that 
were laid up in the Ware-houſes, there 
ſhould remain ſome which could not be 
expended, and likely to periſh, they may 
be ſold or carried to other Ports to be 
diſpos d of, paying the Duties there eſta- 
bliſhed; the whole with the Interpoſition 
and Knowledge of the royal Officers. 


XXIV. 


That the Duties upon the Negrocs im- 
ported are to be due from the Day of their 
landing in any of the Ports of the Indies, 
after the Search made, and all Matters re- 
gulated by the royal Officers: And it is 
declared, that if any of the ſaid Negroes 
die before they are ſold, the Aſſientiſts 
ſhall not thereby be quit of the Obligation 
of paying the Duties for thoſe that die, 
nor have any Pretenſions to make upon 
that Account. Except only, that in caſe 
upon making the Searches, there be found 
g G3 any 
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any Negroes dangerouſly ill, they may be 
landed for their Recovery ; and if theſe die 
within the Space of fifteen Days from the 
time of their being put on Shore, the Aſſi- 
entiſts ſhall not be obliged to pay any Du- 
ties, in regard they were not landed for 
Sale, but in order to recover their Health 
in the ſaid fifteen Days; which being ex- 
pired, if they ſhall be yet alive, then they 
ſhall become indebted for the Duties for 
them in like manner as for the reſt, and 
ſhall pay them in this Court, purſuant to 
what is agreed in the fifth Article. 


XXV. 


That after the Aſſientiſts, or their Fac- 
tors ſhall have ſettled their Duties, and 
ſold part of their Loading of Blacks, which 
they had brought to that Port, they ſhall 
be allowed to carry the Remainder to any 
other Port, carrying Certificates from the 
royal Officers of having there accounted 
for the Duties, that ſo the ſame may not 
be demanded of them again in any other 
Port; and they may receive in Payment 
for thoſe they ſhall ſell, Money, Bars of 
Silver and Ingots of Gold, which ſhall 
have paid the King's Quinto without Fraud, 
as alſo the Produce of the Country, which 
they may carry away and embark freely, 1 
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well the Money, Bars of Silver and Ingots 
of Gold, as the other Effects and Fruits, as 


being the Produce of the Sale of the ſaid 


Negroes, without being obliged to pay any 
Duties; except only thoſe that ſhall be eſta- 
bliſhed in the Places from whence thoſe 
Fruits and Effects are brought, which they 
are allowed to receive in Exchange, or for 
the Value of their Negroes, of whatever 
kind they be, upon Sales made in this 
manner for want of Money, which they 
may carry on board the Veſſels, employ'd 
in this Commerce to ſuch Parts as they 
ſhall think fit, and ſell them, there paying 
the accuſtomed Duties. 


XXVI. 


That the Ships which ſhall be employ- 
ed by this Aſſiento, may ſail from the 
Ports of Great Britain or Spain, at the 
Choice of the Aſſientiſts, who ſhall give 
an Account to his Catholick Majeſty of what 
Ships they ſhall diſpatch yearly for the Ne- 
groc Trade, and the Ports for which they 
are deſigned, and may return either with 
Money, Bars of Silver, Gold, Fruits, and 
Produce of the Country, being the Pro- 
duce of the Sale of the Negroes; and they 
ſhall be under this Obligation, that if the 


Returns come into the Ports of Sparn, the 
G 4 Captains 
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Captains and Commanders ſhall give- to his 
Catholick Majeſty's Miniſters an authentick 
Regiſter by which it may appear what they 
have on board; and if they come back to 
Great Britain, they ſhall ſend over an exact 
Account of their Lading, that his Majeſty may 
be fully informed thercof, with this Warn- 
ing, that they may not bring over in any of 
the ſaid Ships any Silver, Gold, or other Ef- 
feats, than what ſhall be the Produce of 
the Sale of the Negroes, nor any Spaniſh 
Paſſenger; they being forbidden to receive 
on board any Merchandize or other Effects, 
on account of his Catholick Majeſty's Sub- 
jets in thoſe Dominions, without an ex- 
preſs Licence firſt obtained from his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty ; and they conſent, that if 
the Captains, Commanders and Officers do 
bring any ſuch on board, without ſuch Li- 


cence, they ſhall be declared guilty, and 


puniſhed, as having defrauded his Majeſty's 
Cuſtoms, and tranſgreſſed againſt the Con- 
tents of this Article, and the Orders which 
his Majeſty ſhall have been pleas'd to give 
for the Exccution thereof, and for the avoid- 
ing of ſuch Frauds in the Ports of the In- 
_ ales, ſo that the Offenders being convicted 
thercof ſhall be conſtantly puniſhed, 
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If it ſhould happen that the Ships of 
this Aſſiento ſhould be fitted out as Ships 
of War, and ſhould take any Prizes from 
Enemies of either Crown, or from the Pi- 
rates that uſually cruize and plunder in the 
Seas of America, they may bring them into 
any Port belonging to his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty where they are to be admitted; and 
the ſaid Prizes being declared good and 
lawful, the Captors ſhall not be obliged to 
pay greater Duties upon the Entry of their 
Prizes than what are eſtabliſhed and payable 
by the natural Subjects of his Majeſty : 
And it is declared, that if there ſhould be 
any Negroes on board ſuch Prizes, they 
may ſell them in part of the Number they 
have engag'd to furniſh, as likewiſe the 
Victuals and Proviſions that ſhould be over 
and above what is needful for their Sub- 
ſiſtence; but this is not to extend to the 
Merchandize and Goods which they may 
take, the Sale whereof is ever to remain 
prohibited: However ſuch regard is had to 
their Intereſts, that they are allowed to 
carry the ſaid Merchandize and Goods ſo 
taken, to the Ports of Carthagena or Por- 
tobello, and deliver them to the King's Offi 
cers 
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cers, who are to receive them, and make 
an Inventory thereof, and lay them up in 
Warchouſes, in the Preſence of the Ca 
tors, where they are to be kept till the Ar- 
rival of the Galeons, and the time of hold- 
ing the Fairs in the ſaid Ports of Cartha- 
gena and Portobello; and then the King's 
Officers are to take care that they be ſold, 
with the Interpoſition and in the Preſence 
of the Deputies of Commerce, and the 
{aid Captors or their Agents; for which 
Purpoſe his Catholick Majeſty is to give 
the neceſſary Orders, as he does give them 
by this preſent Article, and deducting a 
fourth Part of the Produce of the Sale 
thereof, which is to belong to his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty, to be put into the Roy- 
al Coffers and remitted to Spain, with 
a diſtin Account of the ſaid Produce ; they 
are to deliver the three remaining Parts of 
cach Prize, without the leaſt Delay to the 
Captors or their Agents, deducting and re- 
taining thereout all Expences for their Sale, 
and Warehouſe- room, and ſatisfying at the 
ſame time that theſe Prizes are ſold, the ac- 
cuſtomed Duties payable for the ſame to 
the royal Exchequer. 

And for the preventing all manner of 
Doubt and Cavil, his Majeſty declares, 
that the Ships, Ketches, and other Veſſels 
(thus 


( 91) 
(thus made Prize of) of whatever fort 
they be, with their Arms, Guns, Ammuni- 
tion, and all the Furniture and Tackle on 
board them, ſhall belong to the Cap» 
tors. 


XXVIII. 
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That whereas in the eſtabliſhing and ad- 
juſting this Aſhento a particular Regard is 
had to the Advantage that may thence ac- 
crue to their Britiſb and Catholick Maje- 
ſties, and to their Revenues, it is agreed 
and ſtipulated, that both their Majeſties 
ſhall be concern'd for one half of this Trade, 
cach of them a quarter Part, which is to be- 
long to them purſuant to this Agreement. 
And whereas it is neceſſary that his Catho- 
lick Majeſty (in order to have and enjoy 
the Benefit and Gain that may be obtain'd 
by this Trade) ſhould advance to the ſaid 
Aſſientiſts 1000000 of Pieces of Eight 
(E/cudos) or a Quarter of the Sum which 
they ſhall judge neceſſary for the putting 
of this Commerce into a good Order and 
Method. It is agreed and ſettled, that if 
his Catholick Majeſty ſhall not think it con- 
J venient to advance the ſaid Sum, the afore- 
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mentioned Aſſientiſts do offer to do it, 


out of their own Money, upon 
| at 
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that his Catholick Majeſty ſhall make good 
the Intereſt out of what they ſhall be ac- 
countable for to him, after the rate of eight 
per Cent. yearly, commencing from the re- 
ſpective Days of their laying out the ſaid 
Money, and to continue till they are reim- 
burſed and fatisfied, according to the Ac- 
count that ſhall be preſented to him, that 
his Majeſty may thus enjoy the Profits that 
may accrue to him, which they oblige them- 
ſelves to from this time; but in caſe they 
do not make any Profit by reaſon of Acci- 
dents, or Misfortunes, and that in ſtead 
thereof they ſuffer Loſſes, his Majeſty will 
be obliged (as he does oblige himſelf from 
this time) to cauſe them to be reimburſed 
ſo far as he is concern'd, according to Ju- 
ſtice, and in ſuch way as may be leaſt pre- 
judicial to his royal Revenues: And his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty is to name two Directors 
or Factors, who are to reſide at London, 
two more in the Indies, and one at Cadiæ, 
that they may be concern'd on his Part (to- 
gether with thoſe of her Britannick Ma- 
jeſty, and thoſe that ſhall be intereſted) 
in all the Directions, Purchaſes and Accounts 
of this Aſſiento, to whom his Catholick 
Majeſty is to give proper Inſtructions by 
which to govern themſelves, particularly 
to thoſe in the Indies, for the better avoid- 
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ing all Impediments and Diſputes which 


may happen. 


XXIX. 


That the ſaid Aſſientiſts are to give an 
Account of their Profits and Gain at the 
End of the firſt five Years of this Aſſiento, 
with Accounts taken upon Oath, and cer- 
tified by legal Inſtruments of the Charge 
of the Purchaſe, Subſiſtence, Tranſportati- 
on and Sale of the Negroes, and all other 
Expences upon their Account; and alſo 
Certificates, in due Form, of the Produce 
of their Sale in all the Ports and Parts of 
America, belonging to his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty, whither they ſhall have been import- 
ed and ſold, which Accounts, as well of 
the Charge as the Produce, are firſt to be 
examined and ſettled by her Britannick 
Majeſty's Miniſters employed in this Service, 
in regard to the Share ſhe is to have in this 
Aſſiento, and then to be examined in like 
manner in this Court. And his Catholick 
Majeſty's Share of the Profits may be ad- 
juſted and recovered from the Aſſientiſts, 
who are to be obliged to pay the ſame moſt 
regularly and punctually in Purſuance of 
this Article, which is to be of the ſame 
Force and Vigor as if it were a publick 

Inſtrument, 
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Inſtrument, and under the Regulation men- 
tioned in the twenty eighth Article, con- 
cerning the Factors Which his Catholick 
Majeſty is to appoint. 


. 


That if the Amount of the Gain, made 
during the firſt five Years, does exceed 
the Sum which the Aſſientiſts are to ad- 
vance, and ſhall ſtill advance, for his Ca- 
tholick Maieſty, together with the Intereſt 
of eight per Cent. Which is to be included 
and made good in the manner abovemen- 
tioned, the Aſſientiſts are to reimburſe 
themſelves, in the firſt Place, what they 
ſhall have advanced, with all the Intereſt, 
and then to pay to his Catholick Majeſty 
the Remainder of the Profit that ſhall come 
to his Sharc, together with the Dutics 
upon Negroes annually imported, without 
any Delay or Impediment ; which Practice 
is likewiſe to be obſerved and continued 
every five Years ſucceſlively during the Term 
of this Aſſiento; and at the End thereof an 
Account ſhall be given of the Gain made 
in the laſt five Years, in the ſame manner 
as is mentioned in relation to the firſt five 
Years; ſo that his Catholick Majeſty, and 
his Miniſters whom he ſhall employ in this 
Affair, may remain fully ſatisfied, purſuant 
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to what is mentioned in the twenty eighth 
Article concerning the Factors which his 
Catholick Majeſty is to appoint. 


XXXI. 


That whereas the ſaid Aſſientiſts have 
offered by the third Article of this Contract 
to advance 200009 Pieces of Eight in the 
manner therein expreſſed, they ſhall not be 
reimburſed the ſame till the End of the 
firſt twenty Years of this Aſſiento, as is 
mentioned in the ſaid third Article, nor 
ſhall they pretend to any Allowance for the 
Riſque or Intereſt of that Sum ; but if upon 
the Account that is to be given by the Aſſi- 
entiſts at the End of the firſt five Years, they 
ſhall appcar to be Gainers, they may reim- 
buxſe themſelves, the Sum (or Part thereof) 
which they ſhall have advanced for the 
Quarter Part wherein his Catholick Majcſty 
is intereſted in this Aſſiento, as alſo the In- 
tereſt due to them on this Account, pur- 
ſuant to what is mentioned in the twenty 
eighth Article. 


XXXII. 


That from and after the Determination 
and fulfilling of this Aſſiento, his Catho- 
lick Majeſty does grant to the Aﬀrcatibe 
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the Space of three Years to adjuſt their Ac- 
counts, and gather in all their Effects in 
the Indies, and make up a Balance of the 
whole, during which Term of three Years 
the ſaid Aſſientiſts, their Factors, Agents, 
and others employed by them ſhall enjoy 
the ſame Privileges and Immunities as arc 
granted to them for the Term of this Con- 
tract for the free Entrance of their Ships 
and Veſſels in all the Ports of America, and 
Exportation of ſuch Effects as they may 
have there, without any Alteration or Re- 
ſtriction whatſoever. 


XXXIII. 


That all the Debtors to the Aſſientiſts 
ſhall be compelled and forced to pay their 
Debts, by taking them and their Goods 
in Execution, theſe Debts being conſidered 
upon the ſaid Foot as thoſe due to his 
Catholick Majeſty himſelf, who declares 
them as ſuch, that they may the more cf- 
fectually be recovered. | 


XXXIV. 


That it being requiſite for the Support 
and Subſiſtence of the N egroc Slaves, who 
ſhalt be ſer on Shore in the Ports of the 


Weſt- Indies, as likewiſe of all the Perſons 


employed 
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employed in this Commerce, to keep con- 
ſtantly Magazines filled with Cloathing, Me- 
dicines, Proviſions, and other Neceſlarics, 
in all the Factories that ſhall be eſtabliſhed, 
for the more eaſy and better Management 
of this Aſſiento; as alſo with all naval 
| Stores. For the repairing of, and furniſh- 
ing the Ships and Veſlels employed in its 
Service, the Aſſientiſts truſt, that his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty will plcaſe to allow them, 
from Time to Time, to bring from Europe, 
or her Britamick Majeſty's Colonies in 
North America, directly to the Ports, and 
| Coaſts of the Northern Sca of the Spaniſh 
 Weſt-Indies, where there ſhall be Royal Of- 
- ficers, or their Deputies ; and likewiſe to 
the River of Plata, or Buenos Ayres, 
- Cloathing, Medicines, Proviſions, and na- 
val Stores, for the Uſe only of the Afi- 
entiſts, their Negrocs, Factors, Servants, 


Mariners and Ships (and they may import 


the fame in ſmall Veſſels of about 150 
Ions, and not in thoſe wherein the Negroe 


Slaves are carried) of which and their Car- 


goes, they are, at the Time of their Depar- 


ture, to ſend an Account to the Council 
of the Indies, and to lay before it, a De- 
claration of the Factors of what Goods the 
Loading conſiſts, none of which ſhall be 
ſold, under Penalty of Confiſcation, and 
ſevere Puniſhment to be inflicted on the 

H Offenders, 
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Offenders, unleſs it be in the Caſe of an | 
urgent Neceſſity; for a Jpaniſh Ship, the 
Captain whereof, in order to his return 


home, may be obliged to buy the ſame as 
he can agree with the Factors. 


XXXV. 


For the refreſhing and preſerving in Health 
the Negroe Slaves, which they ſhall import 


into the Meſt- Indies, after ſo long and pain- 
ful a Voyage, and to prevent any contagi- | 


ous Illneſs or Diſtemper amongſt them, the 
Factors of this Aſſiento ſhall be allowed 
to hire ſuch Parcels of Land as they ſhall 
think fit, in the Neighbourhood of the Pla- 
ces where the Factories ſhall be eſtabliſhed, 
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in order to cultivate the ſaid Lands, and 


make Plantations, in which they may raiſe 


freſh Proviſions for their Relief and Sub- 


ſiſtance; which Cultivating and Improve- 
ment is to be performed by the Inhabitants 
of the Country and the Negroe Slaves, and 
not by any others; nor may any Miniſters 
of his Catholick Mzjeſty hinder them, pro- 
vided they keep to this Rule. 


XXXVI. 


That Leave ſhall be granted to the Aſſi- 
entiſts ro ſend a Ship of 300 Tons to the 
Canary 
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Canary Iſlands, and to carry from thence 


ſuch Fruits as are cuſtomarily taken on Board 
there for America, purſuant to what was 
allowed to Don Bernardo Franciſco Marin, 
by the 26 Article of his Aſſiento, and by 
the 21ſt Article of the Aſſiento of the 
Guinea Company of Portugal, for one 
Time only, during the Continuance of this 


Aſſiento. 


XXXVII. 


The Orders ſhall be diſpatched for the 
Publication in all the Ports of America, 
of an Indulto for the Negroes unduly im- 
ported, from the Day that this Aſſiento is 
to take Place, with free Liberty to the 
Factors to lay an Indulto on them, at 
which Time and Price they ſhall think fit; 
and that the Produce of this Indulto ſhall 
be employed to the Benefit of the Aſſien- 
tiſts, who ſhall be obliged to pay to his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty the regular Duties of 33 
Pieces of Eight, and one Third of a Piece 
of Eight for each Negroc, at the Time that 
the Indulto is laid. 


XXXVIII. 


That for the better and more expeditious 
Diſpatch of this Affair, his Majeſty will be 
H 2 


pleaſed 
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plcaſed to eſtabliſn a Junta of three Mini- 
ſters, ſuch as he ſhall think moſt proper, 
who, with the Aſliſtance of the Fiſcal and 
Secretary of the Council of che Indies, ſhall 
hear and take Cognizance (excluſive of all 
others) of all Matters and Cauſes relating 
thereunto, during the Time that it is ſtipu- 
lated, and that the ſaid Junta ſhall lay before 
his Majeſty what ſhall occur to them, in the 


ſame manner as was practiſed for the French 
Company. 


XXXIX. 


That all the Conceſſions in former AC 
ſiento's to Don Domingo Grillo, the Con- 
ſulado of Sevile, Dow Nicholas Porcio, 
Don Bernardo Marin y Guſman, the Com- 
panies of Portugal and France, not bcing 
contrary to the Contents of this Contract, 
ſhall be underſtood and declared to be in 
its Favour, as if they were herein literally 
inſerted ; and that all the Orders that have 
at any, Time been diſpatched in favour of 
thoſe forementioned Aſſientiſts, ſhall be 
granted to theſe, whenever they ſhall ask 
them, without any Doubt or Difficulty.

That in caſe of a Declaration of War 
(which God forbid) of the Crown of Great 
Britain againſt that of Spain, or of Spain 
againſt Great Britain, this Aſſiento is to 
be ſuſpended. However, the Aſſientiſts are 
to be ſuffered to remove with all Security, 
during the Space of one Year and an half, 
(from the Time of Declaration of ſuch Rup- 
ture) all their Effects, and to bring them 
home freely in ſuch of their Ships, as ſhall 
then happen to be in the Ports of the In- 
dies, or in thoſe belonging to Spaniards, 
with this Condition, that if they ſhould 
bring them to the Ports of Spain, they may 
freely carry them away again, as if the Aſ- 
ſiento was yet in Force, it being firſt made 
to appear, that they are the Produce of the 
Negroe Trade. And it is farther declared, 
that if it ſhould happen that the Crowns 
of Spain and England, or either of them, 


jointly or ſeparately, ſhall enter upon a 


War with other Nations, in ſuch caſe, the 
Ships employed in this Aſſiento are to have 
Pafles, and carry Flags, with different Arms 
from what are uſually born by the Engliſh 
and Spaniards, ſuch as his Catholick Maje- 
ſty ſhall pleafe to make choice of; the like 


to which are not to be granted to any o- 
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ther Veſſels, than thoſe belonging to this 
Trade, which ſhall protect them from be- 
ing moleſted or aſſaulted, by the Ships of 
ſuch Nations as ſhall be, or declare them- 
ſelves Enemies to the two Crowns; in or- 
der to the ſecuring of which, her Britan- 
nick Majeſty will take upon her to ſollicit 
and obtain. That in the cnſuing general 
Treaty of Peace, an expreſs Article may be 
inſerted, that all the Princes may take No- 
tice of it, and may be obliged to command 
their Subjects to govern themſelves accord- 
ingly, and to obſcrve the ſame exactly and 
punctually, 


XII. 


That all the Contents of this preſent Con- 
tract, and the Conditions therein inſerted; 
as likewiſe all that ſhall be annexed there- 
unto, or depending thereon, ſhall be fulfil- 
led, and ſincerely and punctually executed, 
ſo as it may not be obſtructed by any Pre- 
tence, Cauſe, or Motive whatſoever ; for 


which Purpoſe, his Majeſty is to diſpenſe 


(as he does hereby diſpenſe) with all Laws, 
Ordinances, Proclamations, Privileges, Eſta- 
bliſhments, Uſages, and Cuſtoms, contrary 
hereunto, wherever the ſame may be ſub- 
ſiting in any of the Ports, Places, or Pro- 
vinces of America belonging to his Maje- 

ſty, 
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ſty, for the Term of thirty Years,. during 
which this Aſſiento is to continue, and the 
three Vears farther, which are allowed to 
the Aſſientiſts for the getting in their Ef- 
fects, and balancing their Accounts, as has 
been already mentioned; which Laws, c. 
are, however, to continue in all their Force 
and Vigour, in all other Caſes that do not 
relate to this Contract, and in all Time 
coming after the Expiration of thirty three 
Years thereof. 


XLII. 


And finally, his Majeſty grants to the 
ſaid Aſſientiſts, their Agents, Factors, Mi- 
niſters, Officers civil and military, as well 
at Sea as at Land, all the Favours, Freedoms, 
Privileges and Exemptions, that have ever 
deen granted to any former Aſſientiſts, 
without any Reſtriction or Limitation, ſo 
far as they are not contrary to what is agreed 
and expreſſed in the foregoing Articles, 
which the Aſſientiſts do likewiſe oblige 


themſelves to accompliſh and execute entire- 


ly and punctually. 

Beſides the foregoing Articles, ſtipulated 
on behalf of the Eng/iſh Company, his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty, conſidering the Loſſes which 
former Aſſientiſts have ſuſtained, and upon 
this expreſs Condition, that the ſaid Com- 
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pany ſhall not carry on, nor attempt any 
unlawſul Trade, directly nor indirectly, un- 
der any Pretence whatſoever, and to mani- 
feſt to her Britanuick Majeſty, how much 
he deſires to pleaſure her, and to confirm 
more and more a ſtrict and good Correſpon- 
dence, has been pleaſed, by his Royal De- 
cree of the 12* of March, in this preſent 
Year, to allow to the Company of this Af- 
ſiento, a Ship of 500 Tons yearly, during 
the 30 Ycars of its Continuance, to trade 
therewith to the Indies, in which his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty is to partake a fourth Part 
of the Gain, as in the Aſſiento; beſides 
which Fourth, his Catholick Majeſty is to 
receive 5 per Cent. out of the neat Gain of 
the other three Parts which belong to Ex- 
gland, upon this expreſs Condition, that they 
may not ſell the Goods and Merchandizes, 
which each of thoſe Ships ſhall carry, but 
only at the Time of the Fair; and if any 
of theſe Ships ſhall arrive in the Indies be- 
fore the Flotas and Galeons, the Factors of 
the Aſſiento ſhall be obliged to land the 
Goods and Merchandize (with which they 
ſhall be laden) and put them into Ware: 
houſes that ſhall be locked with two Keys, 


one of which to remain with the Royal. 
Officers, and the other with the Factors of 
the Company, to the end the ſaid Goods 


and Merchandize may be ſold, during the 
| Continuance 
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Continuance of the ſaid Fair orily, and they 
axe to be free of all Duties in the Indies. 

And whereas my Will and Pleaſure is, 
that all that is contained in each of the Ar- 
ticles and Conditions (expreſſed in the a- 
bove Draught herein inſerted) and that 
which is the laſt of all (being added there- 
to of my own free Will) ſhould have its 
full EffeQ, I do, by theſe Preſents, approve 
and ratify the ſame, and command, that it 
be obſerved, fulfilled and executed, literal- 
ly, in the whole, and throughout, accord- 


ing to the Contents of it, and of every Ar- 


ticle thereof, and what is therein declared ; 
and that nothing be done or acted, or be any 
ways ſuffered to be done or acted, contra- 
ry to the Tenor and Form thereof, diſpenc- 


Ing (as I do for this Time diſpenſe) with all 


Laws and Prohibitions that may be contra- 
ry thereunto; and I promiſe and aſſure, up- 
on my Faith and Royal Word, that, provi- 
ded the Company of England perform this 
Contract on their Part, fo far as concerns 
them, and as they are obliged, I will per- 
form it on my Part. In witneſs whereof, I 
have granted to the Lord Lexington, her 
Majeſty of Great Britains Miniſter in this 
Court, the preſent Writing and Acceptance 
of this Contract, correſponding with its en-

CEA I is agreed and concluded be- 
© tween the moſt ſerene and po- 


tent Queen of Great Britain, 


potent, the moſt Chriſtian King, 
That there ſhall be a reciprocal and entire 
perfect Liberty of Navigation and Commerce 
between the Subjects on each Part thro” 
out all and every the Kingdoms, States, 
Dominions and Provinces of their Royal 
Majeſties in Europe, concerning all and 
ſingular Kinds of Goods in thoſe Places and 
on thoſe Conditions, and in ſuch Manner 
and Form as is ſettled and adjuſted in the 
following Articles. 


II. 


But that the Commerce and Friendſhip 
between the Subjects of the aboveſaid Par- 
ties may be hereafter ſecure, and free from 
all Trouble and Moleſtation, it is agreed 


and concluded, that if at any time any ill 
Under- 
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Underſtanding, and Breach of Friendſhip, 
or Rupture would happen between the 
Crowns of their Royal Majeſties, (which 
God forbid) in ſuch Caſe the Term of ſix 
Months ſhall be allowed after the ſaid Rup. 
ture to the Subjects and Inhabitants on each 
Part reſiding in the Dominions of the other 
in which they themſelves may retire, together 
with their Families, Goods, Merchandizes 
and Effects, and carry them witherſoever they 
ſhall pleaſe; as likewiſe at the ſame time 
the ſelling and diſpoſing of their Goods, 
both moveable and immoveable, ſhall be 
allowed them freely, and without any Di- 
ſturbance, and in the mean time their 
Goods, Effects, Wares and Merchandizes, 
and particularly their Perfons ſhalt not be 
detain d or troubled by Arreſt or Seizure. 
But rather in the mean while the Subjects 
on each fide fhall have and enjoy good and 
ſpeedy Juſtice, ſo that during the ſaid Space 
of fix Months, they may be able to recover 
their Goods and Effects entruſted as well 
to the publick as to private Perſons. * 


III. 


It is likewiſe agreed and concluded, 
that the Subjects and Inhabitants of the 
Kingdoms, Provinces and Dominions of 
cach of their Royal Majcftics ſhall exereiſe 
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no Acts of Hoſtility and Violence againſt 
each other, neither by Sea, nor by d, 
nor in Rivers, Streams, Ports or Havens, 
under any Colour or Pretence whatſoever, 
ſo that the Subjects of either Party ſhall re- 
ceive no Patent, Commiſſion or Inſtruction 
for arming and acting at Sea as Privatcers, 
nor Letters of Repriſal, as they are call'd, 
from any Princes or States, which are Ene- 
mies to one ſide or the other; nor by Ver- 
tue, or under Colour of ſuch Patents, Com- 
miſſions or Repriſals ſhall they diſturb, in- 
feſt, or any way prejudice or damage the 
aforeſaid Subjects and Inhabitants of the 
Queen of Great Britain, or of the moſt Chri- 
ſtian King, neither ſhall they arm Ships in ſuch 
manner as is aboveſaid, or go out to Sea there - 
with; to which end, as often. as it is required 
by either ſide, ſtrict and expreſs Prohibition 
ſhall be renewed and publiſhed in all the Re- 
gions, Dominions and Territories of each Par- 
ty where ſoever, that no one ſhall in any wiſe 
uſe ſuch Commiſſions or Letters of Repri- 
ſal under the fevereſt Puniſhment that can 
be inflicted on the Tranſgreſſors, beſides 
Reſtitution. and full Satisfaction to be giv- 
en to thoſe to whom they have done any 
Damage; neither ſhall any Letters of Re- 
priſal be hereafter granted on either fide 
by the ſaid Confederates, to the: Detri- 
ment or Diſadyagtage of the Suhjects 2

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other, except in ſuch caſe only as Juſtice 
is deny'd or delay'd, to which Denial or De- 
lay Credit ſhall not be given, unleſs the 
Petition of the Perſon who deſires the ſaid 
Letters of Repriſal be communicated to 
the Miniſter reſiding there on the Part 
of the Prince, againſt whoſe Subjects 
they are to be granted, that within the 
Space of four Months, or ſooner, if it be 
poſſible, he may evince the contrary, or 
procure the Performance of what is due to 
Juſtice. | 


IV. 


The Subjects and Inhabitants of each ofthe 
aforeſaid Confedates ſhallhave Liberty,freely 
and ſecurely, without Licence or Paſport, ge- 
neral or ſpecial, by Land or by Sea, or any 
other way to go into the Kingdoms, Coun- 
tries, Provinces, Lands, Iſlands, Cities, Vil- 
lages, Towns walled or unwalled, fortified 
or unfortified, Ports, Dominions or Terri- 
tories whatſocycr of the other Confederate 
in Europe, there to enter, and to return 
from thence, to abide there or to pals 
through the ſame; and in the mean time 
to buy and purchaſe, as they pleaſe, all 
things neceſſary for their Subſiſtence and 
Uſe, and they ſhall be treated with all mu- 
tual Kindneſs and Favour; provided how- 
= cyer, 
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ever, that in all theſe matters they behave 
and comport themſelves comformably to 
the Laws and Statutes, and live and con- 
verſe with each other friendly and peace- 
ably, and keep up reciprocal Concord by 
all manner of good Underſtanding. 


V. 


The Subjects of each of their Royal Ma- 
jeſties may have Leave and Licence to come 
with their Ships, as alſo with the Mer- 
chandizes and Goods on board the ſame 
(the Trade and Importation whereof are 
not prohibited by the Laws of either King- 
dom) to the Lands, Countries, Cities, Ports, 
Places, and Rivers of either Side in Europe, 
to enter into the ſame, to reſort thereto, to 
remain and reſide there, without any Limi- 
tation of Time; alſo to hire Houſes, or to 
lodge with other People, and to buy all 
lawful Kinds of Merchandizes, whcre they 
think fit, from the firſt Workman or Seller, 
or in any other manner, whether in the pub- 
lick Market for the Sale of things, in Mart- 
Towns, Fairs, or whereſocver thoſe Goods 
are manufactured or ſold. They may like- 
wiſe lay up and keep in their Magazines 
and Warehouſes, and from thence expoſe 
to Sale Merchandizes brought from other 
Parts, neither ſhall they be in any wiſe * 
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ed, unleſs willingly, aad of their on ac- 
cord, to bring their faid Merchandizes 
to the Marts and Fairs; on this Condition 
however, that they ſhall not felt the fame 
by retail in Shops or any where elſe ; but 
they are not to be loaded with any Impo- 
ſitions or Taxes on account of the ſaid 
Freedom of Trade, or for any other Cauſe 
whatſoever, except what are to be paid for 
their Ships and Goods, according to the 
Laws and Cuftoms receiv'd in cach King- 
dom. And moreover they ſhall have free 
leave, without any Moleſtation to remove 
themſelves; alſo if they ſhall happen to be 
married, their Wives, Children, and Ser- 
vants, together with their Merchandizes, 
Wares, Goods and Effects either bought or 
imported whenſoever and whitherſoever 
they ſhall think fit, out of the Bounds of 
each Kingdom, by Land and by Sea, on 
the Rivers and freſh Waters, diſcharging 
the uſual Dutics, notwithſtanding any Law, 
Privilege, Grant, Immunity or Cuſtom in 
any wiſe importing the contrary: But in 
the Buſineſs of Religion there ſhall be an 
entire Liberty allowed to the Subjects of 
each of the Confederates, as alſo, if they 
are married, to their Wives and Children, 
neither ſhall they be compelled: to go to 
the Churches, or to be preſent at the re- 
ws Worſhip: in any other Place. On 
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the contrary, they may without: any kind 


of Moleſtation perform their religious Ex- 
erciſes after their own Way, although it be 
forbid by the Laws of the Kingdom, pri- 
vately and within their own Walls, and 
without. the Admittance of any other Per- 
ſons whatſoever. Moreover, Liberty ſhall 
not be refuſed to bury the Subjects of ei- 
ther Party, who dye in the Territories of 
the other in convenient and decent Places, 
to. be appointed for that Purpoſe, as Occa- 
ſion ſhall require. Neither ſhall the dead 
Bodics of thoſe that are buried be any 
ways moleſted. The Laws and Statutes of 
cach Kingdom ſhall remain in full Force, 
and ſhall duly be put in Execution, whe- 
ther they relate to Commerce and Navi- 
gation, or to any other Right, thoſe Caſes 
only being excepted, concerning which, it 
is otherwiſe determined in the Articles of 
this preſent Treaty. 


VI. 


The Subjects of each Party ſhall pay the 
Tolls, Cuſtoms and Duties of Import and 
Export, through all the Dominions and 
Provinces of either Party, as are due and 
accuſtomed. And that it may be certain- 
ly known to every one, what are all the 
ou Tolls, Cuſtoms and Duties of * 
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and Export, it is likewiſe agreed, that Ta- 
bles ſhewing the Cuſtoms, Port-Duties, and 
Impoſts, ſhall be kept in publick Places, both 
at London and in other Towns, within the 
Dominions of the Queen of Great Britain, 
and at Roan, and other Towns of France 
where Trading is ufed, whereunto Recourſe 
may be had, as often as any Queſtion or 
Diſpute ariſes, concerning ſuch Port Du- 
tics, Cuſtoms, and Impolts, which are to 
be demanded in fuch manner, and no other- 
wiſe , as ſhall be agreeable to the plain 
Words and genuine Senſe of the aboveſaid 
Tables. And if any Officer, or other Per- 
ſon in his Name, ſhall under any Pretence, 
publickly or privately, directly or indirect- 
1y, ask or take of a Merchant, or of any 
other Perſon, any Sum of Money, or any 
thing elſe, on account of Right, Dues, Sti- 
pend, Exhibition, or Compenſation, although 
it be under the Name of a Free Gift, or in 
any other manner, or under any other Pre- 
tence, more or otherwiſe, than what is 
preſcribed above, in ſuch Caſe the ſaid Of- 
ficer, or his Deputy, if he be found guilty, 
and conviged of the fame; before a compe- 
tent judge in the Country where the Crime 
was committed, ſhall; give full. Satisfaction 
to the Party that is wrongech and ſhall like 
wiſe be puniſhed, e t Direction 
of the Laws, TJ | | 1 
VII. 
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Merchants, Maſters of Ships, Owners, 
Mariners, Men of all Kinds, Ships, and all 
Merchandizes in general, and Effects of one 


of the Confederates, and of his Subjects 


and Inhabitants, ſhall, on no publick or 
private Account, by vertue of any general 
or ſpecial Edict, be ſeized in any the Lands, 
Ports, Havens, Shores, or Dominions what- 
ſoever of the other Confederate, for the pub- 
lick Uſe, for warlike Expeditions, or for 
any other Cauſe, much leſs for the private 
Uſe of any one, ſhall they be detained by 
Arreſts, compelled by Violence, or under

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Furthermore it is agreed and concluded 
as a general Rule, that all and ſingular the 
Subjects of the moſt ſerene Queen of Great 
Britain, and of the moſt ſerene the moſt 
Chriſtian King, in all Countries and Places 
ſubje& to their Power on each fide, as to 
all Duties, Impoſitions, or Cuſtoms whatſo- 
ever, concerning Perſons, Goods, and Mer- 
chandizes, Ships, Freights, Seamen, Navigati- 
on, and Commerce, ſhall uſe and enjoy the 
fame Privileges, Liberties and Immunities 
.at leaſt, and have the like Favour in all 
Things, as well in the Courts of Juſtice, 
as in all ſuch Things as relate cither to 
Commerce, or toany other Right whatever, 
which any foreign Nation the moſt favour- 
ed, has, uſes, and enjoys, or may hereafter 
have, uſe, and enjoy. 


IX. 


It is farther agreed, that within the Space 
of two Months after a Law ſhall be made 
in Great Britain, whereby it ſhall be ſuffi- 
ciently provided, that no more Cuſtoms or 

Duties be paid for Goods and Merchandizes 
brought from France to Great Britain, than 
. what are payable for Goods and Merchandizes 
of the like Nature, imported into Great 
Britain, from any other Country in Eu- 
rope; and that all Laws made in Great Bri- 
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tain ſince the Year 1664, for prohibiting 
the Importation of any Goods and' Mer- 
chandizes coming from France, Which were 
not prohibited before the Time, be repeal- 
ed, the general Tariff made in France the 
180 Day of September in the Year 1664, 
ſhall take Place again, and the Duties pay- 
able in France by the Subjects of Great 
Britain, for Goods imported and exported, 
ſhall be paid according to the Tenour of 
the Tariff abovementioned, and ſhall not 
exceed the Rule therein ſettled, in the Pro- 
vinces whereof mention is there made; and 
in the other Provinces, the Duty ſhall not 
be payable, otherwiſe than according to 
the Rule at that Time preſcribed. And all 
Prohibitions, Tariffs, Edicts, Declarations 
or Decrees made in France, ſince the ſaid 
Tariff of the Year 1664, and contrary there- 
unto, in reſpe&t to the Goods and Mer- 
chandizes of Great Britain ſhall be repeal- 
ed. But whereas it is urged on the Part 
of France, that certain Merchandizes, that 
is to ſay, Manufactures of Wool, Sugar, 
ſalted Fiſh, and the Product of Whales, be 
exceptcd out of the Rule of the abovementi- 
oned Tariff, and likewiſe other Heads of Mat- 
ters belonging to this Treaty remain, which 
having been propoſed on the Part of Great 
Britain, have not yet been mutually ad- 
juſted, a Specification of all which is con- 
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tained in a ſeparate Inſtrument, ſubſcribed 
by the Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Ple- 
nipotentiaries on both Sides. It is hereby 
provided and agreed, that within two 
Months from the Exchange of the Ratifica- 
tions of this Treaty, Commiſſaries on both 
Sides ſhall meet at London, to conſider of, 
and remove the Difficulties concerning the 
Merchandizes to be excepted out of the Ta- 
riff of the Year 1664, and concerning the 
other Heads, which, as is aboveſaid , are 
not yet wholly adjuſted. And at the ſame 
Time, the ſaid Commiſlaries ſhall likewiſe 
endeavour (which ſeems to be very much 
for the Intereſt of both Nations) to have 
the Methods of Commerce on one Part, 
and of the other, more thoroughly examin- 
cd, and to find out and eſtabliſh juſt and 
beneficial Means on both Sides, for remov- 
ing the Difficulties in this Matter, and for 
regulating the Duties mutually. But it is 

always underſtood and provided, that all and 
ſingular the Articles of this Treaty, do in 
I mean while remain in their full Force, 
and eſpecially that nothing be deemed, un- 
der any Pretence whatſoever, to hinder the 
Benefit of the general Tariff of the Year 
1664, from being granted to the Subjects 
of her Royal Majeſty of Great Britain, and 
the ſaid Britiſh Subjects, from having and 
enjoy ing the ſame, without any Dclay or 
3 Tcrgiverſarion, 
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Tergiverſation, within the Space of two 
Months, after a Law is made in Great Bri- 
tain, as aboveſaid, in as ample Manner and 
Form, as the Subjects of any Nation, the 
moſt favoured, might have and enjoy the 
Benefit of the aforeſaid Tarift, any thing 
to be done or diſcuſſed, by the ſaid Com- 
miſlaries to the contrary, in any wiſe not- 
withſtanding. 


X. 


The Duties on Tobacco imported into 
France, either in the Leaf or prepared, ſhall 
be reduced hereafter to the ſame moderate 
Rate as the ſaid Tobacco, of the Growth of 
any Country in Europe or America, being 
brought into France, does, or ſhall pay. 
The Subjects on both Sides ſhall alſo pay 
the ſame Duties in France for the ſaid To- 
bacco : There ſhall be likewiſe an equal Li- 
berty of ſelling it; and the Britiſb Sub- 
jets ſhall have the ſame Laws as the Mer- 
chants of France themſelves have and 
enjoy. 1

It is likewiſe concluded, that the Impo- 
fition or Tax of fifty Sole Tournois laid on 
Britiſh Ships in France, for every Ton, 
Wk: I 4 ſhall 
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ſhall wholly ceaſe, and be from hencefor- 
ward annulled, In like manner, the Tax 
of 5 s. Sterling, laid on French Ships in 
Great Britain for every Ton, ſhall Ss 
neither ſhall the ſame, or any the like Im- 
poſitions, be laid hereafter on the Ships of 
th Subjects on either Side. 


XII. 


It is further agreed and concluded, that it 
ſhall be wholly free for all Merchants, Com- 
manders of Ships, and other the Subjects of 
the Queen of Great Britain, in all Places 
of France, to manage their own Buſineſs 
themſelves, or to commit them to the Ma- 
nagement of whomſoever they pleaſe; nor 
ſhall they be obliged to make uſe of any 
Interpreter or Broker, nor to pay them any 
Salary, unleſs they chuſe to make uſe of 
them. Moreover, Maſters of Ships ſhall 
not be obliged in loading or unloading their 
Ships, to make uſe of thoſe Workmen, ei- 
ther at Bourdeaux, or in any other Places, 
as may be appointed by publick Authority 
for that Purpoſe, but it ſhall be entirely 
free for them to load or unload their Ships 

by themſelves, or to make uſe of ſuch Per- 
ſons in loading or unloading the ſame as 
thcy ſhall think fit, without the Payment of 
any Salary to any other whomlſocyer ; * 
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ther ſhall they be forced to unload any ſort 
of Merchandizes, either into other Ships, 
or to receive them into their own, or to 
wait for their being loaded longer than they 
pleaſe. And all and every the Subjects of 
the moſt Chriſtian King, ſhall reciprocally 
have and enjoy the ſame Privileges and Li- 
berty in all Places in Europe, ſubject to the 
Dominion of Great Britain. 


XIII. I 24.0] 


It ſhall be wholly lawful and free for 
Merchants and others, being Subjects ei- 
ther to the Queen of Great Britain, or to 
the moſt Chriſtian King, by Will, and any 
other Diſpoſition made, either during the 
Time of Sickneſs, or at any other Time 
before, or at the Point of Death, to deviſe 
or give away their Merchandizes, Effects, 
Money, Debts belonging to them, and all 
moveable Goods, which they have, or ought 
to have at the Time of their Death, within 
the Dominions, and any other Places be- 
longing to the Queen of Great Britain, and 
to the moſt Chriſtian King. Moreover, whe- 
ther they die, having made their Will, or 
Inteſtate, their lawful Heirs, and Executors, 
or Adminiſtrators, reſiding in either of the 
Kingdoms, or coming from any other Part, 
although they be not naturalized, ſhall frec- 
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ly and quietly receive and take Poſſeſſion 
of all the ſaid Goods and Effects whatſo- 
ever, according to the Law of Great Britain 
and France reſpectively; in ſuch manner 
however, that the Wills, and Right of en- 


tering upon the Inheritances of Perſons In- 


teſtate muſt be proved according to Law, as 
well by the Subjects of the Queen of Great 
Britain, as by the Subjects of the moſt 
Chriſtian King, in thoſe Places where each 
Perſon died, whether that may happen in 
Great Britain or in France, any Law, Sta- 
tute, Edict, Cuſtom, or Droit de Aubene, 
whatever to the contrary?, notwithſtand- 


ing. 
XIV. 


A Diſpute ariſing between any Com- 
mander of the Ships on both Sides, and 
his Scamen in any Port of the other Party, 
concerning Wages due to the ſaid Seamen, 
or other civil Cauſes, the Magiſtrate of the 
Place ſhall require no more trom the Per- 
ſon accuſed, than that he give to. the Ac- 
cuſcr, a Declaration in Writing, witneſſed 
by the Magiſtrate, whereby he ſhall be 
bound to anſwer that Matter before a com- 
petent Judge in his own Country, which 
being done, it ſhall not be lawful cither for 
the Scamen to deſert their Ship, or to hin- 
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der the Commander from proſecuting his 
Voyage. It ſhall moreover be lawful for 
the Merchants on both Sides, in the Places 
of their Abode, or elſewhere, to keep 
Books of their Accounts and Affairs as they 
ſhall think fir, and to have an Intercourſe 
of Letters, in ſuch Language or Idiom, as 
they ſhall pleaſe, without any Moleſtation 
or Search Whatſoever. But if it ſhould happen 
to be neceſſary for them to produce their 
Books of Accounts for deciding any Di- 
pute and Controverſy, in ſuch Caſe they 
{hall be obliged to bring into Court the en- 
tire Books or Writings, but ſo as that the 
Judge may not have Liberty to inſpect any 
other Articles in the ſaid Books, than ſuch 
as ſhall relate to the Teſtimony or Autho- 
rity in Queſtion, or ſuch as ſhall be neceſſa- 
ry to give Credit to the ſaid Books. Neither 
ſhall it be lawful, under any Pretence, to take 
the ſaid Books or Writings forcibly out of the 
Hands of the Owners, or to retain them, the 
Caſe of Bankrupcy only excepted. Neither 
ſhall the ſaid Subjects of the Queen of Great 
Britain be obliged to write their Accounts, 
Copics of Letters, Acts or Inſtruments re- 
lating to Trade, on ſtamped Paper, in French, 
Papier timbre, except their Day-Book, which, 
that it may be produced as Evidence in any 
Law-Suit, ought, according to the Laws, 
which all Perſons trading in France arc to 
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obſerve, to be ſubſcribed gratis by the Judge, 
and ſigned by his own Hand. 


XV. 


It ſhall not be lawful for any foreign Pri- 
vateers, not being Subjects of one or of the 
other of the Confederates, who have Com- 
miſſions from any other Prince or State in 
Enmity with either Nation, to fit their Ships 
in the Ports of one or the other of the a- 
forcſaid Parties, to ſell what they have ta- 
ken, or in any other manner whatever, to 


exchange either Ships, Merchandizes, or a- 


ny other Ladings. Neither ſhall they be al- 
lowed even to purchaſe Victuals, except ſuch 
as ſhall be neceſſary for their going to the 
next Port of that Prince from whom they 
have Commiſſions. 


XVI. 


The Ships of both Parties being laden, 
ſailing along the Coaſts or Shores of the 
other; and being ſorced by Storm into the 
Havens or Ports, or coming to land in any 
other manner, ſhall not be obliged there 
to unlade their Goods, or any Part thereof, 
or to pay any Duty, unleſs they do of their 
own accord unlade their Goods there, or 
diſpoſe of any Part of- their Lading. But 
it may be lawtul to take out of the po 

an 
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and to ſell, Leave being firſt obtained from 
thoſe who have the Inſpection of Sea Af 
fairs, a ſmall Part of their Lading, for this 
end only, that Neceſſaries, either for the 
Refreſhment or Victualling of the Ship may 
be purchaſed; and in that Caſe, the whole 
Lading of the Ship ſhall not be ſubject to 
pay the Duties, but that ſmall Part only, 
which has been taken out and fold. 


XVII. 


It ſhall be lawful for all and ſingular the 
Subjects of the Queen of Great Britain, 
and of the moſt Chriſtian King to ſail with 
their Ships with all manner of Liberty and 
Security, no Diſtinction being made who 
are the Proprietors of the Merchandizes 
laden thereon from any Port to the Places 
of thoſe who are now or ſhall be hereafter 
at Enmity with the Queen of Great Britain, 
or the moſt Chriſtian King; it ſhall likewiſe 
be lawful for the Subjects and Inhabitants 
aforeſaid to ſail with the Ships and Mer- 
chandizes aforementioned, and to trade 
with the ſame Liberty and Security from the 
Places, Ports and Havens of thoſe who are 
Enemies of both, or of either Party with- 
out any Oppoſition or Diſturbance whatſo- 
ever, not only directly from the Places of the 
Enemy aforementioned, to neutral Places, 

| but 
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but alſo from one Place belonging to an Ene 
my to another Place belonging to an Enemy, 
whether they be under the Juriſdiction of the 
ſame Prince, or under ſeveral. And as it is 
now ſtipulated concerning Ships and Goods, 
that free Ships ſhall alſo give' a Freedom to 
Goods, and that every thing ſhall be deemed 
to be free and exempt which ſhall be found 
on board the Ships belonged to the Subjects 
of either of the Confederates, altho* the 
whole Lading, or any Part thereof ſhould 
appertain to the Enemies of cither of their 
Majeſties, contraband Goods being always 
excepted, on the Diſcovery whereof Matters 
ſhall be managed according to the Senſe of 
the ſubſequent Articles. It is alſo agreed 
in like manner, that the ſame Liberty be 
extended to Perſons who are on board a 
free Ship, with this Effect, that altho the 
Enemies to both, or to either Party, they 
are not to be taken out of that free Ship, 
unleſs they are Soldiers, and in actual Ser- 
vice of the Enemies. | 


XVIII. 


This Liberty of Navigation and Com- 
merce ſhall extend to all kind of Metchan- 


dizes, excepting thoſe. only which follow 
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in the next Article, and which are ſignified 


IN the: Name of Contraband. 


XIX. 


Under this Name of contraband or pro- 
hibited Goods, ſhall be comprehended Arms, 
great Guns, Bombs with their Fuſees, and 
other Things belonging to them, Fire-Balls, 
Gun- Powder, Match, Canon-Balls, Pikes, 
Swords, Lances, Spears, Halberds, Mortars, 
Petards, Granadoes, Saltpetre, Muskets, 
Musket-Balls, Helmets, Head-Pieces, Breaſt- 
Plates, Coats of Mail, and the like Kinds 
of Arms, proper for arming Soldiers, Muſ- 
ket-Reſts, Belts, Horſes with their Farni- 
ture, and all other warlike Inſtruments 
whatever. 


XX. 


Theſe Merchandizes which follow, ſhall 
not be reckoned among prohibited Goods; 
that is to ſay, all forts of Cloaths, and all 
other Manufactures woven of any Wool, 
Flax, Silk, Cotton, or any other Materials 
whatever ; all kind of Cloaths and wearing 
Apparel, rogether with the Species whereof 
they are uſed to be made, Gold and Silver, 
as well coined as uncoined, Tin, Iron, Lead, 
Copper, Braſs, Coals; as alſo Wheat and 

Barley, 
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Barley, and any other kind of Corn and 
Pulſe; Tobacco, and likewiſe all 'manner 
of Spices, ſalted and ſmoaked Fleſh, ſalted 
Fiſh, Cheeſe and Butter, Beer, Oyls, Wines, 
Sugars, and all ſorts of Salt, and in general, 
all Proviſions which ſerve for the Nouriſh- 
ment of Mankind, and the Suſtenance of 
Life. Furthermore, all kinds of Cotton, 
Hemp, Flax, Tar, Pitch, Ropes, Cables, 
Sails, Sail-Cloaths, Anchors, and any Parts 
of Anchors, alſo Ship-Maſts, Planks and 
Boards, and Beams, of what Trees ſoever, 
and all other Things proper, either for 
building or repairing Ships, and all other 
Goods whatever, which have not been work- 
ed into the Form of any Inſtrument or 
Thing prepared for War, by Land or by 
Sea, ſhall not be reputed contraband, much 
leſs ſuch as have been already wrought and 
made up for another Uſe; all which ſhall 
wholly be reckoned among free Goods, as 
likewiſe all other Merchandizes and Things 
which are not comprehended and particu- 
larly mentioned in the preceding Article, ſo 
that they may be tranſported and carried in 
the freeſt manner by the Subjects of both 
the Confederates, even to Places belonging 
to an Enemy, ſuch Towns or Places being 
only excepted, as arc at that Time beſieged, 
blocked up round about or inveſted.

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XXI. 


To the end that all manner of Diſſenti- 
ons and Quarrels may be avoided and pre- 
vented on one ſide and t' other, it is agreed, 
that in caſè either of their Royal Majeſties 
who are allied ſhould be engaged in War, 
the Ships and Veſſels belonging to the Sub- 
jects of the other Ally, muſt be furniſhed 
with Sea Letters or Paſſports, expreſſing the 
Name, Property and Bulk of the Ship; as 
alſo the Name and Place of Habitation of 
the Maſter and Commander of the ſaid 
Ship, that it may appear thereby, that the 
Ship really and truly belongs to the Sub— 
jects of one of the Princes; which Paſſports 
ſhall be made out and granted, according 
to the Form annexed to this Treaty: They 
ſhall likewiſe be recalled every Year; that 
is, if the Ship happens to return home with- 
in the Space of a Year. 

It is likewiſe agreed, that ſuch Ships be- 
ing laden, are to be provided, not only 
with Paſſports as abovementioned, but alſo 
with Certificates containing the ſeveral Par- 


ticulars of the Cargo, the Place whence the 


Ship ſail'd, and whither ſhe is bound, that 
ſo it may be known whether any forbidden 


or contraband Goods, as are enumerated in 


the 19% Article of this Treaty, be on board 
K the 
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the ſame, which Certificates ſhall be made 
out by the Officer of the Place, whence 
the Ship ſet fail, in the accuſtomed Form. 
And if any one ſhall think fit or adviſa- 
ble to expreſs in the ſaid Certificates the 


Perſons to whom they belong, he may free- 
ly do ſo. 


XXII, 


The Ships of the Subjects and Inhabi- 
tants of both their ſerene Royal Majeſties 
coming to any of the Sea Coaſts within the 
Dominions of either of the Confederates, 
but not willing to enter into Port, or be- 
ing entered, yet not being willing to ſhew 
or to ſell the Cargoes of their Ships, ſhall 
not be obliged to give an Account of their 
Lading, unleſs they arc ſuſpected upon ſure 
Evidence, of carrying to the Enemies of 
the other confederate prohibited Goods, 
called contraband. 


XXIII. 


And in caſe of the ſaid manifeſt Suſpici- 
on, the ſaid Subjects and Inhabitants of the 
Dominions of both their moſt ſerene Roy- 
al Majeſties, ſnall be obliged to exhibit in 
the Ports their Paſſports and Certificates, in 
the manner before ſpecified. 


Ks XXIV. 
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ZBut in caſe the Ships of the Subjects and 
Inhabitants of both their moſt ſerene Roy- 
al Majeſties, either on the Sea Coaſt, or on 
the high Seas, ſhall meet with the Men of 
War of the other, or with Privatcers, the 
faid Men of War and Privatcers, for pre- 
venting any Inconveniencies, are to remain 
out of Cannon-ſhor, and to ſend a Boat to 
the Merchant Ship, which has been met 
with, and ſhall enter her with two or three 
Men only, to whom the Mafter or Com- 
mander of ſuch Ship or Veſſel ſhall ſhew 
his Paſſport, concerning the Property there- 
of, made out according to the Form annex- 
ed to this preſent Treaty; and the Ship 
which fhall exhibit one, ſhall have free Paſ- 
ſage; and it ſhall be wholly unlawful to mo- 
leſt her, ſearch, or compel her to quit her 
intended Courſe. 


XXV. 


Burt that Merchant Ship of the other 
Party, which intends to go to a Pott at 
Enmity with the other Confederate, or con- 
cerning whoſe Voyage, and the ſort of 
Goods on Board, there may be juſt Suſe 
Piciop, ſhall be obliged to exhibit, cither

ance to ſell, exchange, or alienate the ſame 
in any manner, unleſs after that due and 
lawful Proceſs ſhall have been had againſt 
ſuch prohibited Goods, and the Judges of 
the Admiralty reſpectively ſhall, by a. Sen- 
tence pronqunced, have confiſcated the ſame, 
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ſaving always as well the Ship itfelf, as the 


other Goods found therein, Which by this 
Treaty arc to be eſteemed Free; neither. 
may they be detained on Pretence of their 
being, as it were; infected by the prohibit- 
ed Goods, much Teſs ſhall they be confiſca- 
ted-as: lawful Prize : But if not the whole 
Cargo, but only- Part thereof, ſhall conſiſt 
of prohibited or contraband Goods. and the 
Commander of the Ship ſhall be ready and

On the contrary it is Fe] that what- 
ever ſhall be found to be laden by the Sub- 
jects and Inhabitants of either Party on any 
Ship belonging to the Enemy of the other, 
and his Subjects, the whole, although it be 
not of the ſort of prohibited Goods, may 
be confiſcated, in the ſame manner as if it 
belonged to the Enemy himſelf, except thoſe 
Goods and Merthandizes as were put on 
board fuch Ship before the Declaration of 
Warze or even after ſuch Declarution, if ſo 
by it were done within the Timèt and Limits 
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following; that is to ſay, if they were put 
on board ſuch Ship in any Port and Place 
within the Space of ſix Weeks after ſuch 
Declaration within the Bounds, called the 
Naze in Norway, and the Soundings ; of 
two Months from the Soundings to the Oi- 
ty of Gibraltar; of ten Weeks in the Me- 
diterranean Sea; ; and of cight Months in 
any other Country or Place in the World;

belonging to an Enemy before the War, or 
after the Declaration of the ſame, within 
the Time and Limits aboveſaid, ſhall no 
Ways be liable to Confiſcation, but ſhall 
well and truly be reſtored, without Delay, 
£© rae Proprietors demanding the ſame ; but 
ſo as that if the ſaid Merchandizes be con- 
traband, it ſhall not be any Ways unlawful 
to carry them afterwards to the Ports be- 
longing to the Enemy.

And that more abundant Care may be 
taken for the Security of the Subjects of both

XXX. 


Both their abovenamed Royal Majeſties 
being willing to ſhew a mutual and equal 
Favour in all their Dominions reſpectively, 
to the Subjects of each other, in the ſame 
manner as if they were their own Subjects, 
will give ſuch Orders as ſhall be neceſſary 
and effectual, that Juſtice be adminiſtred 
concerning Prizes in the Court of Admiral- 
ty, according to the Rule of Equity and 
Right, and the Articles of this Treaty, by 
Judges who are above all Suſpicion, and 


who have no manner of Intereſt in the 
Cauſe in diſpute. 


XXXI. 


Whenever the Ambaſſadors of each of 
their Royal Majeſties abovenamed, and o- 
ther their Miniſters having a publick Cha- 
racter, and reſiding in the Court of the 
other Prince, ſhall complain of the Unjuſt- 
neſs of the Sentences which have been 
given, their Majeſties, on each fide, ſhall 
take Care, that the ſame be reviſed and re- 
examined in their reſpective Councils, that 
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it may appear whether the Directions and 


Proviſions preſcribed in this Treaty have 


been obſerved, and have had their due Ef- 
fect: They ſhall likewiſe take Care, that 
this Matter be effectually provided for, and 
that Right be done to every Complainant, 
within the Space of three Months.

And both their ſerene Royal Majeſties 
will interpoſe their Authority, that ſuch of 
their Subjects may be ſeverely puniſhed, 
who in the like Accident ſhall be found 
guilty of Inhumanity.

It ſhall be free for the Subjects of each 
Party to employ ſuch Advocates, Attornies, 
Notaries, Solicitors and Factors, as they ſhall 
think fit; to which end the ſaid Advocates,

And that Commerce and Navigation may 
be more ſecurely and freely followed, it is 
farther agreed, that neither the Queen of 
Great Britain, nor the moſt Chriſtian King 


ſhall receive any Pyrates and Robbers into 


any of their Ports, Havens, Cities, or 
Towns; neither ſhall they 
be received into their Ports to be protect- 
ed, or aſſiſted by any manner of harbour- 
ing or ſupport by any the Subjects or In- 
habitants of either of them; but they fhall 
rather cauſe all uch Pyratcs and Sea Rob 
bers, or whoever ſhall receive, conceal, or 
aſſiſt them, to be apprehended, and puniſhed 
as they deſerve, for a Terror and Example

And all Ships, Goods, or Mcrchandizes, 
being pyratically taken by them, and brought 
into the Ports af thę Kingdom of either, as 
much as can be found, although they have 
been by Sale canveycd to others, ſhall be 
reſtated to the lawful Owners, or their De- 
puties, having Inſtruments of Delegation, 
and an Authority of Procuration for Re- 
claiming the ſame; and .

If it hercaftcr ſhall happen through Inad- 
yertency, or otherwiſe, that any Contra- 
ventions, or Inconveniencies on either ſide 
riſe concerning the Obſervation of this Trea- 
ty, the Friendſhip and good Intelligence ſhall 
not immediately thereupon be broken off; 
but this Treaty ſhall ſubſiſt in all its Force, 
and a proper Remedy for removing the In- 
conveniencies ſhall be procured, as likewiſe 
Reparation of the Contraventions z and if 
the Subjects of the one or the other be found 


in fault, they only ſhall be ſeverely puniſhed 
and chaſtiſed. 


But if it ſhall appear that a Captor made

ARTICLE I. 


] O ManufaQtures of either King- 
dom, and the Dominions belong- 
ing thereunto, ſhall hereafter be 
ſubject to be inſpected and con- 
fiſcated, under any Pretence of 
Fraud or Defect in making or working them, 
or becauſe of any othet Imperfection there- 
in; but abſolute Freedom {ſhall be allowed 
to the Buycr and Scller, to bargain and agree 
for the ſame as they ſhall ſce good ; any Law, 
Statute, Edit, Arreſt, Privilege, Grant, or 
Cuſtom to the contrary notwithſtanding.

And foraſmuch as à certain Uſage, not 
confirm'd by any Law, has obtain'd in ſe- 
veral Towns of Great Britain and of France; 
that is to ſay, that every one for coming in, 
and going out, ſhall pay a Tax, called in 
Engliſh, Head Money, and in French, Du 
Chef, it is concluded, that neither the ſame, 
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nor any other Duty on that Acconnt, ſhall 
any more be exacted.

And the Britiſh Merchants ſhall not here- 
after be forbidden to ſell Tobacco to any 
Buyer whom they pleaſe ; for which Pur- 
pole, the letting out the Duties on the ſaid 
Tobacco to Farmers, which has been hither- 
to practiſed, ſhall ceaſe.

_-» Whereas ſeveral kinds of Goods, contain- 
ed in Casks, Cheſts, or other Caſes, for 


which the Duties are paid by Weight, will 
L be 
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be exported from, and imported into France 
by Britiſh Subjects: It is therefore agreed, 
that in ſuch caſe the aforeſaid Duties ſhall 
be payable only according to the Weight 
of the Goods themſelves; but the Weight 
of the Casks, Cheſts, and other Caſes what- 
ever, ſhall be deduced in ſuch Manner, and 
in ſuch Proportion, as has been hitherto 
in Uſe in England, and is ſtill practiſed. 


VI. 


It is farther agreed, that if any Miſtake 
or Error ſhall on either ſide be committed 
by any Maſter of a Ship, his Interpreter, or 
Factor, or by others employed by him, in 
making the Entry or Declaration of the 
Goods on board his Ship, for ſuch Defect, 
if ſo be ſome Fraud does not evidently ap- 
pear, neither the Ship nor the Lading there- 
of ſhall be ſubject to be confiſcated ; but it 
ſhall be free for the Proprietors to take back 
again ſuch Goods, as were omitted in the 
Entry or Declaration of the Maſter of the 
Ship, paying only the accuſtomed Duties, 
according to the Rates ſettled in the Books; 
neither ſhall the Merchants, or the Maſter 
of the Ship loſe the ſaid Goods, or ſuffer 
any other Puniſhment, if ſo be that the ſaid 
Goods were not brought on Shore before 
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the Declaration was made, and the Cuſtoms 
paid for the ſame. 


VII. 


And whereas the Quality of the Ship, 
Maſter, and Goods, will ſufficiently appear 
from ſuch Paſſports and Certificates, it ſhall 
not be lawful for the Commanders of Men 
of War to exact any other Verification un- 
der any Title whatſoever. 

But if any Merchant Ship ſhall want ſuch 
Paſſports or Certificates, then it may be ex- 
amined by a proper Judge, but in ſuch man- 
ner, as if it ſhall be found from other 
Proofs and Documents, that it does truly 
belong to the Subjects of cither of the Con- 
federates, and does not contain any prohi- 
bited Goods, deſigned to be carried to the 
Enemy of the other; it ſhall not be liable 
to Confiſcation, but ſhall be releaſed, to- 
gether with its Cargo, in order to procced 
on its Voyage, ſince it may often happen 
that ſuch Papers could not come to the Ship 
when ſhe was ſetting ſail from any Port, or 
that they have been loſt by ſome Chance or 
other, or that they have been taken away 
from the Ship. 

And if beſides the Paſſports and Certift- 
cates made according to the Form of their 


Treaty, other Paſſports and Certificates hap-

pen to be found in the Ship in another 
Form, and, perhaps, according to the Pre- 
ſcription of Treaties made with others, no 
Pretence ſhall be taken from thence, of de- 
taining, or in any wiſe moleſting, either the 
Ship, or Men, or Goods. 

If the Maſter of the Ship named in the 
Paſſports be removed by Death, or any o- 
ther Cauſe, and another be put in his 
Place, the Paſſports ſhall nevertheleſs retain 


their Force, and the Ships, and Goods laden 
thereon ſhall be ſecure.

It is farthcr provided on both Sides, and 
ſhall be taken for a general Rule, that a Ship 
and Goods, although they have remained in 
the Enemies Power for four and twenty 
Hours, ſhall not therefore be eſteemed as 
Capture, and be immediately made a Prize 
but if on other Accounts they ought to be 
reſtored, they may be reclaimed, and ſhall 
be given again to the Proprictors. 


IX. 


It ſhall be free for both their Royal Ma- 
jeſties, for the Advantage of their Subjects 
trading to the Kingdoms and Dominions of 
the other, to conſtitute national Conſuls of 
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their own Subjects, who ſhall enjoy that 
Right and Liberty which belongs to them, 
by Random of the Exerciſe of their Functi- 
on; but as to the Places where ſuch Conſuls 
arc to be appointed, both Sides ſhall after- 
wards agree between themſelves. 

In witneſs whereof, we the Ambaſſadors 
extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries of her 
ſacred Royal Majeſty of Great Britain, and 
of his ſacred Royal Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, 
have ſubſcribed this preſent Inſtrument with 
our Hands, and ſet our Seals thereunto.

which were appointed before the Tariff of 
1664, and beſides 40 Livres per Laſt, con-

{hall not be permitted but by St. Valery upon 
the Somme, Rouen, Nants, Libourne and 
Bourdeaux, and ſhall remain prohibited ar all 
other Harbours or Ports, as well in the O- 
cean as in the Mediterranean.
